AMANN KILLS HIS WIFE AND HER 
PARAMOUR. 
San Francisco Chrenicite, June 22. 

Last evening about 5 o’clock a domestic 
drama, which had been ripening for some 
weeks, suddenly developed into a bloody trag- 
edy and threw the neighborhood into a fever of 
excitement. Edmund Hanrahan, a laborer re- 
siding at No. 26244 Clara street, possessed by a 
demon of jealousy, murdered his wife Mary 
with an ax and hacked the reputed cause of the 
trouble, one Michael Sueehan, to within an inch 
of his like. The Hanrahan family numbered, 
with the vindictive head and his faithless help- 
mate, three children,—a girl just budding ioto 
womanhood and two boys, aged respectively 12 
and 7 years. The family owned the house 
where they resided, and which was the scene of 
the murder. It is a mali two-story structure, 
divided into three or four dwellings. The 
Hanrahans occupied the upper portion and let 
the lower floorto two families. The family 
which lived in the two rear rooms abandoned 
the apartments e few davs ago, and in 
ene of those rooms the shocking tragedy was 
committed. Mr. Hanrahan is a native of Cork. 
Ireland. apparently 58 years of age, and not 
highly. intellectual. For sixteen vears be was 
aitachbed to the sugar refinery on the corner of 
Eighth and Harrison streets, leaving it only 
when it ceased to live. Subsequentiy he ven- 
tured into the wood and eval business. taking 
as partner Michael Sheehan, a towney of bis. 
The business was not prosperous. Their cus- 
tomers were of the poorer class, who demanded 
credit and kept it uptoo long. About two 
menths ago they sold the business, and Hanra- 
han resumed the business of laborer, Sheehan 
indulging in the more venturesome and more 
aristocratic occupation of a stock speculator. 
Hanrahan has not been laboring tor some days 
past, and appears to have been siowly compre- 
hending and studving an apparent intimacy be- 
tween his ex-partuer and his wife. He appears 
to have satisfied bimself very fully as to the 
truth of bis suspicions, and yesterday indulged 
iu more liquor than has been his custom. 

Yesterday morning at 9 o’clock Hanranan had 
entered bedroom im his house, and found 
Sheehan and bis wife in tlagrante delictu. He 
was somewhat demonstrative in his objections 
at that time, aud ordered Sheehan out of the 
house. Sheehan lauched at bim and refused to 
go out. Hanrahan went out himeelf and brood- 
ed over his troubie iu the vard. Suechau went 
out soon after, and returned in the afternoon. 
Shortly before 5 o’clock Manrahan saw Succhan 
enter the upoccupied gvartment down-stairs, 
and, on following him in, found his wife and 
Sheeban in a corner of the room. Hanrahan 
wasimpressed with the conviction that the 
meeting had been prearranged. it is said, how- 
ever, that the woman was there for the purpose 
of cleaning the rooms and preparing them for 
ocenpancy. Hanrahan brought his ax from the 
yard with him when he followed Sheehan in, 
and in a moment after the unfortunate 
women’s shrül cry for mercy was answered by 
her boy of 12 and the girl.

Latest Advices from Their Haunts In Oregon. 

San Francisco, June 29.—A Yreka dispatch 
says: John Hendricks arrived here this after- 
noon direct from the Klamath Agency, having 
left thereon Thursday morning. He says that 
the report that the Klamaths are on the war- 
path is incorrect. They have been off 
the reservation hunting and digging 
roots. The Agent sent out runners to 
order them to return to the reservation, 
and they were all coming in. Old Ocho’s 
band of Snakes, who left the reservation three 
years ago, are on the war-path, and supposed 
to be the Indians who killed the men in Warver 
Valley. Capt. Adams was intending to start 
this morning with twenty-four men from Fort 
Klamath on a scout through Summer Lake. 
Silver Lake, Chican, and Chewanean Valleys 
to look after the interest of - settlers 
and stockmen. Hendricks gives his opinion, 
however, from conversations with the Indians, 
that if the hosfiles now in Warner Vallev are 
victorious, and drive the settlers from those 
valleys, the Klamaths will undoubtedly eventu- 
ally join them. 

There is much excitement in Lake View, 
Spregue River, aud Largells Valley, and the 
settlers are all endeavoring to get arms. All 
the families in Sprague River and Lake View 
have come into Linkville and vicinity. 

Sas Francisco, June 29.—A’Silver City dis- 
patch says: ‘The latest from: the front indi- 
cates the probability that the hostiles will leave 
Rocky Canon and go in the direction of the 
Coiumbia River, through the Yakima Valley, in 


Washington Territory, and, passing along 
to the Spokane country, get to Koo- 
tenal. They will meet with little or 


no opposition on this route, there being no 
troops and but few volunteers to meet, except 
of the latter such as might possibly be sent out 
from Walla-Walla. If they take the route bere 
indicated they will pass through a fine stock 
country and commit heavy depredations, and 


probably murder many settlers.

Different Modes of Torture—Suggestions

Your correspondent attended a meeting of 
the Red-Ribbon Club in this city a few evenings 
since, and listened to an address by Charles D. 
Hildebrand, a reformed drunkard. At the cou- 
clusion of the address the speaker promised his 
audience, if they would only come to hear him 
the next evening, that they would learn some- 
thing in relation to the close connection of 
whisky to crime, the inner, history of peniten- 
tiaries, and the punishment received there, which 
would astonish them. 

The bronzed face, the nervous giance of the 
eye, so Often seen in crimivais, and the peculiar 
bitter tone of the speaker when he referred to 
prisons, attracted my attention, aud an inde- 
finable something in his general appearance led 
me to believe that his life had been a supremely 
bad one. Sv, after he resumed his seat, 1 
handed him my card and invited him to accom- 
pany me to my room at the Shipman House. 
He consented, and, ufter we were comfortably 
seated. he “did a tale unfold,” which, if true, 
entitles him to a piace in the annals of crime 
alongside of Claude Duval and Dick Turpin. 

HILDESGRAND’S STORY. 

I was born in Detroit, Mich. When only 7 
months oid 1 was stolen from my mother’s 
bosom by a neighboring woman, who, with her 
husband, joined a tribe of Indians living in the 
vicinity. I remember little or nothing of my 
childhood, except that when I was 7 years old 
the woman whom I had called mother, on her 
death-bed confessed to her attendant, an old 
bag, that she bad stolen me, and gave the name 
and address of my parents. She also obtained 
from the nurse her promise to sce that | was 
seut home. This promise was never kept. 

I then fell into the hands of two professional 
thieves and was taken to Paris. Siuce that time 
I have served in eleven peniteatiarics, eighteen 
years close confipement, not including short 
coufinements in numerous station-houses, city 
prisuns, and county jails. My first sentence 
was in Paris, France, two years in prison for 
pocket-picking. Was reicased after three 
months’ confinement on account of my 
extreme youth, being then only 9 years 
old. Was sentenced wext to six months’ 
imprisonment in Bailey Prison, London. 
for the same offense. There I learned the al, 
phabet for the first time. I then went to Can- 
ada, and was sentenced to one vear’s confine- 
ment im the Kingston Penitentiary for burgiary, 
and for refusing to obey prison orders was con- 
fined during the whole term of my sentence in 
a dungeon, and for nearly 365 days I did not 
see the licht of day. When I was released from 
Canada I began my regular * — viz: 
bank and county treasury work. This was my 
particular line of business, and I seldom did any 
work outside of this, which is decidedly the best 
branch of the profession. 

From 1852 to 1854 I served in Allegheny, Pa., 
where I learned to read and write. Went then 
to Havana, and received a sentence of twenty- 
one years fora red-hot bank robbery, was re- 
leased after three months, through the iuter- 
cession of the American Consul. 


In was sentenced eight years 
to the Nashville. Tenn, State Pris- 
on, but I was flush,“ had some pow- 


erful friends and good lawyers, and served 
only thirty days. In 18571 was sentenced four 
years to the Louisiana State Prison at Baton 
Rouge, but the same influences which secured v 
release from Nashville were used with like ef- 
fect in Baton Rouge, and | saw the inside of the 
walis only two mouths. 

My vext sentence was in 1858, for three 8 8 
in the IIlinois State Prison at Alton: 
was afterwards transferred to Joliet, and 
it took me seven years. to serye my 
sentence. I escaped tour separate times, 
and was recaptured each time. My partner, 
George Chase, was hung at Joliet for killing 
Deputv-Warden Clarke. Clarke was a brutal 
officer, and tyranutzed unmerc:fully over Chase. 
For some trülmg disobedience, Clarke under- 
took to whip him, and wien he took hoid of hm 
to lead him to the whipping-post, the convict 
drew a slung-shot, which he haa made of a stone 
and some leather, and killed Ciarke with a single 
blow. I was released from Joliet Feb. 13, 1806. 

In May, 1866, | made mv escape from the Iu- 
dianapolis Jai’, where I had been locked up on 
charge ot a bank robbery, aud the Lnaianspolis 
City Court was the only place where I ever 
gave my true name. 

In the fall of 1866 I was sentenced for five 
years to the Wisconsin State Prison at Waupun, 
and for refusal to work I was confined iu a cell 
four feet by seven, wito a ball aud chain to my 
foot, fur four years, four months, and seventeen 
davs. Was released March 4, 1871. 

In 18741 was sentenced at Terre Haute to 
four years’ confinement in the Indiana State 
Prison at Jeffersouville, but bad the sentence 
curtailed four months on account of good be- 
bavior. Was released Oct. 2%, 1877. 

{ was arrested in Indiavapolis in 1872 on 
charge of complicity in the Meridian Street 
Bank robbery, but no evidence was of- 
fered which could hold me. was im- 
mediately taken to St. Joseph County, 
Michigan, on charge of robbing the Couuty 
Treasurer’s safe. I trumved a charge against 
my captor, Detective John Funday, got him in 
jail, and cleared myself. I was never sentenced 
twice under the same name, and the aggregate 
amount of my sentences reaches dixty-three 


years. a 
Atter he had told me his — Hildebrand 


asked me: * Would you ike to see 
a sketch of some of our tools, and 
some of the modes of torture in use 


in the various Peniteutiaries!“ I answered al- 
firmatively, and, asking to be excused, he went 
to his room at a private boarding-hbouse, and 
returned after a few mivutes with a large roll 
of papers, each About nine by twelve inches. He 
then showed me thirty pages of sketches of 
every tool known to the profession, and ex- 
plained their uses, and five pages of cipher used 
by burglars. 4 . 

Hildebrand states that the finest piece of 
work ever executed In the United States (of 
course he was not engaged in it) was the rob- 
bery of the Fails City Bank in Louisville. The 
burglars gained an eutrance Saturday nignt into 
an insurance office immediately above the vault, 
took up the carpet, sawed out the floor, took 
up the bricks until they reached the 
vault: then, from 4 o’clock, Sunday morn- 
ing, until 1 o’clock Monday morning, tuey suc- 
ceeded, but not without the hardest kind of 
bard work, in drilling 194 holes through the 
chilled steel top, three-quartersjof an inch thick, 
and lifted the plate out. Thea they had noth- 
ing to encounter except plaster-of-paris cement 
and softiron. The haul realized them $325,000 
in currency, bonds, and diamouds. 

Hildebrand furtner states thatin the cases 
of county treasury robberies, where combina- 
tions have been opened, Treasurers are often 
unjustly accused of complicity. Men can be 
found, and without much difficulty, who will 
disclose combinations fora certain percentage 
of the sag.“ Iu the case of the recent Cler- 
mout County, O., robbery, at Batavia, the com- 
bination was giventothe thieves by an out- 
sider, well-known to Hildebrand. » 

He then showed me over 100 sketches, ex- 
hibiting the different modes of torture used in 
the various Penitentiarics in which he has been 
eonfined. Some of the tortures are inhuman 
beyond belief. 

These sketches were made by Hildebrand dur- 
ing his sohtary confinemeot in Waupun, Wis., 
and evince no little degree of skill in drawing. 

In addition to the common modes of punish- 
ment, such as the cat-o’-nine-tails, the whipping 
post, the duckme-tub, the shuwer-bata, the 
tread-mill. the ball and chain, tying up by tite 
thumbs, etc., which are commoniy Known, he 
showed a sketch of the iron yoke used in New 
Jersey. A gag is placed over the mouth, iron 
vokes placed around the peck and ankles, and 
fastened to the wails of the cell. The prisoner 
is then chained, so to speak. egainst the 
wall. without being able to move a muscle, for

Probably the most horrible brutality, bowev- 
er. ever shown towards 4 prisoner was what he 
saw in Cuba, and which has been 4 
few times in New Jersey. The prisoner. nearly 
naked, is made to stand against a block about 
kuree feet high, and bent forward so that the 
body is at right angles with the lower limbs. 
Ropes are then tied around his wrists and 
wound around an axle, and the axle turned by 
a crank until the shoulders crack. Then he is 
whipped until the flesh Is raw, then alcohol 
poured on and set fire to. 

Ilildebrand showed sketches of all these dif- 
ferent modes of torture. and over a hundred 
others. He isnow lecturing on prison-reform 
in connection with temperance, and he certainly 
speaks from experience. 

He regards every officer, from the Warden 


down, with few exceptions, in all the 
prisons in which he has deen confined, 
a paid thief. They make small fortuces 


every year in the way of bribes from con- 
tractors, to beat prisoners in order to get more 
work from them, and ju approvriating to their 
own use food paid for by the State for the use 
of prisoners. 

he foliowing, which came under his observa- 
tion at Jeffersonville, is a fair sample of their 
work. The guards have the privilege of buying 
provisions for family use from the State at cost 
price. A lot of coffees came in. One of the 
guards took a sack, dumped it ia a bar- 
rel, poured a few potatoes over it, and 
charged himself with one barrel potatoes. If a 
prisoner wouid report such a steal, he would be 
charged with some offense by the guard and 
summarily punished. 

Hildebrand states that if the wardens were 
forbidden by law to have fivancia) interests in 
penitentiaries, if they would receive larger sala- 
ries. and treat prisoners like men instead of 
brutes, that every State prison in the Unitea 
States would become self-sustaining in less than 


a year. 

Hildebrand is a triſle above medium size, well- 
built, has a clear brown eye, which is constant- 
iy moving, a long black mustache, and splendid 
milkzwhite teeth. He has a wife in Cincinnati 
in delicate health, and three children. 

He seems to be in earnest in this matter of 
prison reform, and if experience can furnish 
wisdom he ought certainly to be well-posted on 
the subject. 


BRADLEY’S EXPEDITION. 


Incidents of the March to the Little Mis- 
souri—The Prospects of an Indian War 
Diacussed. 

Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Gen. BRaDLEY’s ExpPspition, CAMP ON THE 
LirtLge Missouri, June 28, via Deadwood, D. 
T., June 29.—The vicinity of our permanent 
camping ground is reached to-day. We have 
pre eupted one of the old homesteads of Sitting 
Bull and Crazy Horse, a peaceful occupation of 
the Territory, out one showing sure progress to a 
peaceful ending of the Indian troubies after this 
summer’s work. Evidences of former Sioux 
camps are seen on all hands, abandoned,—tepee 
poles, old bones, dilapidated moccasins, relics, and 
weird Indian graves on high koolis. This was 
their garden spot, and that Bradley camps his 
soldiers here without a fight proves the tempora 
mores mutantur of hard marches, hard fights, 
Custer massacres, the indomitable pluck of 
miners in search of gold. Rumors reach us of 
Indians at various points, and if our plucky 


General was one of the  stamped- 
ing kind we would be looking 
for battles on each day’s march, 


but he bas fought his way forward against more 
difficulties of untraversed mountain passes, 
swollen rivers, alkali flats, and deep canons— 
9 laborious task for officers and men—to a peace- 
ful victory, but one which most of the men 
would trade for a skirmish. | 

On the 21st we butted up against Belle-Fourche, 
with swolien banks, high, and unsafe for 
the mules of the train. The men could 
ewim it, but the mules. could not, and 
pull the wagons. Thus we camped a day. 
In the meantime Cant. Morton, of the Thira 
Cavalry, was sent out with his company ona 
reconnoissance to explore to the westward for 
a road and another crossing higner up. He 
returned with an unfavorable report, but had 
found our Arrapaboe allies, whom we had ex- 
pected to meet further out. These Indians 
come from Fort McKinney, joining us as scouts. 
They report-no signs of Sitting Bull and his 
hostile warriors. 

We crossed the Belle Fourche Jon the 24th 
without accident, and intwo marches north-- 
westward reached here. 

The immediate locality for the cantonment 
has not been selected. It may be further to the 
north, down the Littie Missouri, or up stream. 
Much depends on Capt. Smeed, who is out 
scouting with nis company, to find the most 
favorable location for wood, water, and grass. 

The Arrapahoe Indians who joined us on the 
Belle Fourche say there are no signs of Sioux 
as far as they have seen, but they are very reti 
cent what may be the etate of things a month 
from now. 

Hostile Indians bave been reported on Oak 
Creck, and between them and the minegs horse s 
have been run olf, shots exchanged, but, in the 
opinion of your correspondent, that don’t prove 
auythiug as to an Indian war. 

Iu an interview with the Arrapahoe warrior, 
Arrow Quiver, after an extreme application of 
the interviewing thumb-screw said the Sioux: 
Not bere; maybe come fight maybe not; who 
knows!“ 

In a few days Capt. Munson with his com- 
pany of the Ninth) Infaptrv returns to Fort Lara 
mie for supplies, taking our entire wagon trans- 

rtation. He will explore the new route 
rom here, probably eoing directly south for 
one march, and thence towards Sun-Dance Hul, 
or Bear Lodge Butte. If there are any hostile 
Sioux in this region Capt. Munson’s command 
will bave an engagement. The Indians kiiow 
by their admirable system of espionage the 
weak points. If he is raided it will only be for 
the stock. So far Surgeon Starrow, Medical 
Director, reports the health of the commapa

CHACE, OF FALL RIVER. 

Springfleld ( Mass.) Republican, June 25.

International Labor Union of America, who has 
come to Chicago for this express object, and 
otber prominent men. It has also been ex- 
pected that Dennis Kearney, the distineuished 
anti-Chinese agitator of California, was to 
make a speech upon the occasion, but up te a 
late hour last night he had not arrived from 
San Francisco. 

MR. GEORGE E. M’ NEILL 
represents the more thoughtful element of the 
labor reformers. He was boruin Massachusetts, 
of Scotch and Irish parentage. For some years 
he was at the head of the Massachusetts Bureau 
of Statistics, and at present is President ot the 
Boston Eight-Hour League and the Interna- 
tional Labor Union. He is a man of apparently 
medium age, of somewhat sober mien, and his 
talk on the objects and aims of the party with 
which he is laboring is very different from much 
that has come from the ieaders in Chicago. 

** What does your party propose?“ a reporter 
asked him last evening at Socialistie Head- 
quarters, No. 7 Clark street. 

“Our movement is republican, in the real 
sense of the word. We simpiy propose to ber- 
fect the principles of republican institutions. 
We have no thought of force, and we don’t pro- 
pose to disiurbacent of the past accumula- 
tions of wealth. We desire a better distribution 
of wealth through different processes of pro- 
duction. We claim that a large part of the prod- 
ucts of labor go to other hands than the labor- 
er’s, and it is necessarily so under the present 
system. Our purpose is, through natural forces, 
to get more for the value of our different prod- 
ucts, so that we shall receive more of what we 
produce, until the happy dav shall come when 
profit upon labor shall cease, and co-operation 
shail come in asa natural result. It will first. prob- 
ably, be the co-operation of capital and Jabor in 
productive enterprises, and finally an elimina- 
tion of the capitalistic working classes as 
classes. 

How do you look on strikes!“ 

“Strikes are acrude method, and the result 
either of no organization or of bad organiza- 
tion. A perfect organization of the working 
classes in trades-unions would result, first in 
co-operation and finaily in co-operation. sut 
strikes are justifiable as a means, just as wars 
are justifiabie. We claim that there is a war 
between capital and labor,—a war that we don’t 
like, but which is the result of the separate 
and distinct interests of the two classes. I 
have said vublicly m my speeches, ‘ Don’t 
strike,’ but strikes are sometimes better than 
submission. Personally, lama firm advocate 
of Trades-Unions.”’ 

“How would your co-operative 
work!“ 

* Under that svstem—which 1 don’t believe 
practicable at present, for the reason that the 
people are not ready for it anv more than some 
countries are ready for republican forms of 
goverument—tbere would be no such thing as 
aw labor class or a capitalistic class. I 
know the criticism is made against us that we 


system 


are reducing peaple to a dead level. Now, 
the illustration make of that matter 
is this: in the most ignorant and 


abject races there is less difference in physical 
avd imental characteristics than in the most 
civilized. it is said you can’t tell one negro 
from another, or one Chinaman from another. 
We believe that, instead of reducing people to 
a dead level under the co-operative system, 
there will be greater divergences and differences 
than under the present system. But there 
won’t be differences of wealth,—no vast accu- 
mulations on the one hand, aud extreme pover- 
ty on the other. There would be the differences 
that rise from different physical and moral 
conditions. Instead of there being a dead level 
of thought, under the system we advo- 
cate, or of opportunity for advancement, there 
would be a greater diversity, The distribution 
of wealth that we propose will be like the dis- 


- tribution of educational advantages, no one is 


worse off for them, but all are better off.” 
“ What do you propose to do with the Scotts 
and the Vanderbilts,—tbe men who have hoarded 
millions aud control so many thousands of the 
boring classes “ 
5 — alone. That class will die out, 
ust as did those monstrosities, the mastodons. 
fue latter performed a certain function in the 
civilization of the world, as this class is now pre- 
paring tue world for man. ‘They represent the 
massive jaws that crush up the crude forms of 
vegetable and reptile life.

For a long time it looked as if the entire 
building and all the adjoining structures were 
doomed, but when the firemen got full play on 
the flames it soon became apparent that there 
would be vo serious difficulty in cuntroliiug 


them. 

At 5:30 five hoses witbin aud without were 
hurling streams of water upon the flames, and 
in ten minutes the fire was completely extin- 


guished. 
The scene was thrilling in the extreme, and 


tbe greatest excitement prevailed among 
the vast multitude asseuibled. The 
fact that the McLean building is 


situated in the midst of a wealthy, busy centre 
and surrounded by a large number of splendid 
edifices, created a strong feeling of alarm that 
the fire would be generai. Had it not been for 
the promptness of the Fire Department and the 
heroic conduct of the firemen, there is little 
doubt that the fire would have been of the must 
destructive character. The totervidity of 
Phelim O'Toole and two or three of his com- 
rades in reaching the outside of the 
tower when heavy debris was falling oa 
all sides, and carrying the hose-pipes 
to strategic points, excited universal admuira- 
tion and evoked deafening applause from the 
crowd below. 
A lamentable accident happened to Chief 
Clay Sexton just as he bad reached the scene, 
the veteran falling upon the pavement with 
such violence as to break his left arm. He 
took no notice of the painful accident, and re- 
mained in command of his men until they, were 
masters of the situation. 
Nothing is known as to the origin of the fire. 
Tue building was erected about four years ago 
at a cost of $150,000. The tower was built al- 
most entirely of wood and g. windows being 
laced at short intervals arou the exterior. 
y many itis supposed that the fire had its 
origin in the intense heat reflected from some 
of these windows upon the light wood material. 
Another theory of the fire is placed to the fact 
that some workmen were in the tower this 
morning to fix the clock, which was out of order, 
aud the supposition is that in making some re- 
pairs they used a small furnace, from which 
sparks fell upon the floor. The loss is esti- 
mated at $20,000, distributed among thirty-five 
companies, located in almost every city of the 
United States.

The Grand Jury closed its labors yesterday. 
Its most important findings were the return 
of indictments against ex-Postmaster Mo- 
Anruvr, of this city, and ex-Treasurer War- 
prow, of Hyde Park. Both are charged with 
having embezzled public moneys: Jacon 
vumonn was indicted for the murder of his 
wife, and WI IAN Casey for the killing of 
his brother-in-law, Max Hzawzr. The Grand 
Jury deplores the absence of a law providing 
for compulsory education asa means of de- 
creasing the amount of juvenile crime, and 
asks for a more rigid enforcement of the 
statute regarding the carrying of con- 
cealed weapons. An investigation of 
the social evil was entered into, 
with the hope of discovering the men who 
thrive on the wages of sin. It was prose- 
cuted far enough to show that many reputa- 
ble property-owners do not refuse to accept 
the high rents which the bagnio-keepers can 
afford to pay. All the facts elicited will be 
referred to the next Grand Jury. 


KEARNEYISM IN CHICAGO. 
“The State of California was annexed to the 


United States some thirty years ago, and the 


men from all parts of this country, from Eu- 
rope, and eventually from Asia. The native 
or Spanish inhabitants now constitutes but 
a comparatively small proportion of the 
whole population of the State. The indus- 
try of the State having added to its produc- 
tions other things than the precious metals, 
large cities have grown up, and an extensive 
foreign trade, especially with China and Ja- 
pan, has been created. In addition to the 
attractions of the mines, the general business 
of the country has drawn thither, and princi- 


pally to San Francisco, a population em- 


bracing men of every natipnality. There are 
in California 100,000 adulf male Chinese, all 
capable of labor, and seeking work. They 
are aliens in every sense. They do not seek 
citizenship, nor can they be legally natural- 


ized. They are mere temporary residents, 


seeking the accumulation of money, 
which they send home, intending in time to 
follow it and enjoy it in their native 
land. Even when they die, their bones are 
packed and sent to China, to be buried there. 
They are aliens in language, race, education, 


religion, and customs of life, and are really 


making a peaceful raid on the labor market 
of this country. One hundred thousand men 
of any otHer people would be equivalent to 
a population of 400,000 persons. One hun- 
dred thousand white men have therefore to 


support from their earnings at least 400,000 


persons. These white persons have a civili- 
zation, ‘social habits ünd needs, and a 
political and religious system, utterly differ- 
ent from that of the Chinese. The 100,000 
Chinesé, under their social system and their 
temporary residence, can atcumulate money 
rapidly at wages on which white men and 
their families would perish. For twenty-five 
years these Chinese have been pouring into 
California, accumulating money, and going 
home, newcomers taking their places. They 
have invaded the mines as laborers ; they have 
monopolized the labor on railroads building; 
they have displaced white sailors on vessels ; 
they have entered into most of the trades; 
they are tailors, and shoemakers, and adepts 


‘in anything at which they can obtain work ; 


they are gardeners and house-servauts; they 
engage largely in the laundry business, and, 
not content with the expulsion of white men 
from ordinary fields of labor, they. have 4n- 
vaded that of white women, and as cooks, 
and waiters, and domestics generally, per- 
form the labor which, in Chicago, is the em- 
ployment of women. 
This condition of affairs, this total revolu- 
tion of the labor market, this competition 
with white laborers—men and women—in all 
employment by an irruption of aliens having 
nd purpose to reside here, no social, moral, 
or political affinity with the country, is 
peculiar to California. There it has aroused 
a public sentiment of bitter personal ani- 
mosity to the Chinese, and has evoked a de- 
mand for such a change of laws as will put 
an end to the employment of Chinese labor 
in California. Under a condition, of cir- 
cumstances such as we haye described, when 
the whole laboring population have a direct 
and grievous wrong to endure, it is not sur- 
prising that a demagogue like Dawnis Kzar- 
wey has been for atime successful in win- 
ning the confidence of the laboring popula- 
tion. He has had, in all his appeals to the 
California workmen, the nofbdrious fact of 
the Chinese irruption, and of the exclusion 
of white labor/by the Asiatic aliens. Upon 
this fact the population of any other city 
in the country where the same con- 
dition of things prevailed could be 
roused to the highest pitch of ex- 
citement, In no part of the civilized world 
would the laboring population submit, with- 
out an effort in self-defense, to have them- 
selves and families denied the privilege to 
earn their bread by an invading horde of 
aliens, of an alien race, and having nothing 
in common with the civilization of the per- 
manent population. It was easy, therefore, 
for Keanney to find sympathetic audiences 
and sympathetic votes in San Francisco when 
he preached a crusade against the Chinese, 
even if he did mingle with his discourse some 
of the doctrines of the Communists,—that 
organization which is as alien to American 
civilization as is that of the Chinese. ‘ 
Fresh from his political agitation in Cali- 
fornia,—and especially in San Francisco,— 
KEARNEY proposes to revolutionize the poli- 
tics of the eastern half of the Continent. 
But Kearney will not find in Chicago 
the same condition of affairs that exists in 
San Francisco. He will find the laboring 
population in this city—including under 
that description all persons working 
for daily, weekly, or monthly wages 
—composed mainly of persons of foreign 
birth: Irish, Germans, Scandinavians, Bo- 
bemians, Stotch, English, Poles, French, 
and more or less of all other nationalities,

Ik, however, he come here to 
preach Communism,—preach that property 
is robbery ; that the posgession of money or 
property ws evidence of crime; that there 
shall be a revolution in the social and polit- 


which mankind is to be torn into factions, 
men arrayed against each other, and Force, 
the g@eat weapon of y, is to be made the 
arbiter of human rights, human liberty, and 
the controller of human action,—then 
Kranwur will rapidly learn that he is not in 
San Francisod, but an estray far away from 
a natural pasturage. 

The people of Chicago are a curious and 
inquiring people. They are curious to see 
and to hear. For four weeks they have gone 
by thousands each day to see aud hear the 
midgets,—the smallest specimens of the 
dwarf family; they had previously paid their 
money to see the famous male and female 
giants. In like manner they turned out day 
and night by tens of thousands for 
a month to hear Moopy, the éevan- 
gelist, and again in crowds to hear 
Josxrn Coox’s sometimes incomprehensible 
discussion of sometimes incomprehensible 
subjects, while Gzoren Francis Tram also 
had his profitable audiences, and the great 
circus has just left town, taking with it $25,000 
paid by curious Chicago to hear the jokes of 
the clowns in the ring. Mr. Kearney is 
the next. sensation. People will go to hear 
him, they will even pay money to hear him, 
and that will be all. He can make few Com- 
munists here, nor induce men to commit 
violence or disorder. He will be picnicked 
and feted, exhibited and roared at, and, about 
the time he has agitated himself into dull- 
ness, Barnum’s circus, with the mammoth 
elephants and the trained donkeys, will be 
here to draw off the crowd, and Kearney 
will have time to visit Indianapolis, St. 
Louis, Cincinnati, and other cities, and there 
take his chances in the procession of circuses, 
dwarfs, giants, trained dogs, and other ob- 
jects of personal curiosity. 


NATIONAL POLYTECHNIC SCHOOL. 

The plan for a National Polytechnic School 
recommended in the speech of the Hon. 
Henny Bram, of New Hampshire, in the 
House of Representatives June 13, was 
drawn up by Dr. R. G. Dyrenrvnra, for- 
merly of Chicago, It contemplates the estab- 
lishment of a national school for instruction 
in science and the useful arts, to be supported 
by the surplu@fincome of the Patent Office. 
This office now has to its credit in the 
Treasury the sum of $1,200,000, and the 
annual addition to the surplus is not less 
than $100,000. Mr. Bram and Dr. Dyren- 
ruRTH argue that this money properly be- 
longs to the inventors of the country; that 
it cannot be divided and returned to them 
pro rata; but that they will derive a large 
measure of benefit from it if it is used for 
the establishment of a National Polytechnic 
School. 

The advantages of Dr. Drrenrurtu’s plan 
are said to be that it contemplates no ex- 
pense to the National Treasury; that it will 
be divorced from the influenee of party 
management by a stipulation of tenure of 
office for the Professors during good behav- | 
ior ; that practical business will be stimu- 
lated andits methods improved by the dis- 
tribution of Polytechnic graduates through- 
out the country; that manufacturing and 
mining enterprises will receive an impulse 
from the instruction in practical mechanics 
of such a school; that it will be convenient- 
ly near to the Patent Office, where all the 
best mechanical inventions are accessible 
for study; that, by providing for a 
strict limitation in the number of 
students, it will cause no interference 
with established institutions; and that 
it will make the Capital of the nation a great 
focus of scientific and useful knowledge. 
The plan was submitted by Mr. Buiarr in the 
last days of the session, without any expec- 
tation that it would be approved at that 
time, but in the hope that it might elicit 
discussion and invite favorable action at the 
next session. 

Dr. Dyrexrurtn’s plan provides that the 
Polytechnic, shall embrace the following 
schools: A School of Mathematics, a School 
of Civil Engineering, a School of Mining 
Engineering, a School of Machinery, a School 
of Architecture, a School of Chemistry, 
a School of Forestry, and a School of Agri- 
culture. The Secretary of the Interior is to 
be Director ex-officio of the Polytechnic 
School. The Vice-President of the United 
States is to be the chief active officer. 
The Board of Regents is to be composed of 
these officials, the Commissioner of Patents 
and six members each of the House and Sen- 
ate. There are to be eight Prificipals (one 
for each school), and subordidate officers in 
proportion. All are to hold office for ten 
years, or during good behavior. Students 
are to be appointed by Representatives, 
Senators, and the President, in the same 
number and manner as in the case of West 
Point; in short, the design seems to be to 
make the National Polytechnic School a civil 
West Point. The students are to be required 
to pay $250 per annum for tuition, board, 
and lodging, with a matriculation fee of $5, 
and such fees for practice in the laborato- 
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ical laws, and a new dispensation, under 4). trades-unionists, who hold a monster 


Normal Polytechnic In virtue of its 
strict limitation of | u, and its rigid 
provisions in regard to attendance and uni- 
forms, it will take but a small per cent 
of the young men in this country who desire 
a polytechnic education. It will be likely to 
stimulate interest in these studies, and to 
increase the number of students in attend- 
ance on each school, instead of having the 
contrary effect. On this acdount, as well as 
for the national benefits of other kinds which 
it will confer, we sincerely hope that Dr. 
Drrexrunta’s plan will be favorably oon- 
sidered and acted on at the next session

WHAT 18 CO-OPERATION? 
Co-operation is a térm that has been very 


loosely employed in political economy. It 
has come to be applied to a certain kind of 
co-operation, and in the absence of this par- 
ticular system an entire absence of all co- 
operation is implied, Hence the mass of 


picnic in Chicago to-day, a large proportion 
of clerks and salaried employes of all kinds, 
aud even a part of the Communists, either 
demand the adoption of the particular sys- 
tem of co-operation which they con- 
ceive the word to describe, or, at all events, 
look forward to its adoption as the true solu- 
tion of all the difficulties that surround the 
relations of employer and workman, of cap- 
ital and labor. The mass of these people 
believe in their idea of co-operation 
as the means for their emancipa- 
tion with the same enthusiasm that Mr. 
Ruszm puts into his new Utopia, which 
he calls St. George’s Society, as a means for 
the purification and beatification of u- 
gland. This widespread faith in the infalli- 
bility of co-operation is largely due to ig- 
noring the fact that the present relations be- 
tween capital and labor actually constitute 
co-operation, and that kind of co-operation 
which experience and a mature judgment 
of human nature teach to be the most prac- 
tical and enduring system. 

A little thought cannot fail to impress 
intelligent person with the fact that our 
present system is one of co-operation. 
What we are accustomed to call wages is 
really a guaranteed dividend of the profits of 
business. Every house that is built, every 
factory that is established, eyery business 
now conducted, is on a co-operative plan. A 
capitalist, we will say, desires to start a wool- 
en-mili. He has the money to erect the 
building, purchase the machinery, lay in a 
stock of raw material, and pay the living ex- 
penses, till the returns begin to come jn. But 
he cannot run his mill single-handed. He 
must have men to buy, men to sell, men to 
keep his books, men to run his engines, men 
or women to control the machinery which 
weaves the raw material into cloth. There 
are two ways in which he may proceed, but 
both require the co-operation of others. He 
may.pick out a number of experts in the va- 
rious branches of the manufacture, and say 
to them: I have invested a certain amount 
of capital here, on which I am entitled to a 
certain amount of interest, since I could have 
loaned it out. upon safe securities at that 
rate. I propose to start 4 business which 
will probably bring returns within a year 
that will determine whether the enterprise is 
pyoñ table or otherwise. If you will go to 
work with me, and await the returns, we will 
settle up at the “close of the year, deduct 
the interest on my capital, and divid’ the 
profits pro among us.” To this he 
would receive the almost unanimous reply: 
But we can’t afford to do anything of that 
kind; we have no money shead on which to 
live during the year. Even if we should be 
able to borrow the money for this purpose, 
we shall run a risk of getting no dividends, 
for the business may not sicceed. It is nec- 
essary that we have so much a week, or so 
much a day, or so much guaranteed to us, 
and paid promptly.” Then the capitalist 
makes another proposition: Finde I fur- 
nish all the capital, take all the chances, and 
guarantee you a certain profit, it is only 
proper that I should have the benefit of my 
speculation, if any shall accrue. You receive 
so much daily, weekly, or monthly, no mat 
ter whether I make or lose. I may not get 
anything for my labor; I may not get inter- 
est on my capital; I may not even be able 
to keep my capital intaet, but in the end 
lose all I have, yet I pay you a certain divi- 
dend as long as anything remains. Hence I 
claim for my capital, risk, and labor any 
profits thist may be made out of the busi- 
ness after paying you a certainty for your 
labor alone.” 


These are the two methods, and the latter | 


is just as much co-operation as the other. 

There could be no guaranteed wage-fund 
but for the capital. In the case of loss, the 

employer may go on paying the employes 

till his capital is exhausted and his creditors 
put him in bankruptcy; but in the mean- 
time the terms of the co-operation have been 
carried out, since the workmen have received 
their guaranteed dividends in spite of losses. 
They co-operate with the employer to con- 
duct the business successfully in order that 
they may continue to enjoy their dividends 
of the earnings; but they have no capital at 
stake, run no risk of loss, and are sure of 
pay tor their labor and skill while the busi- 
ness lasts. Their guaranteed share of the 
profits in the business is regulated by the 
amount and character of their service, by the 
competition in the business in which they are 
employed, and by the estimated profits which 
experience teaches that the business should 
yield. This estimate, like others, is made 
on the basis of a general average. Some 
employers, it is true, earn large sums, of 
money and become rich; others simply get 
the interest on their capital invested, with- 
out any further return for their time, labor, 
and risk; and still others, probably the great 
majority of all engaged in business, sooner 
or later succumb to rivalry, misfortune, or 
bad management, and find their substance 
entirely vaten up, after having guaranteed

Ib these frequent 
cases, that part of the co-operation known 
under the general term of labor has a de- 
cided advantage; in all cases it receives the 
full share of the earnings guaranteed to it. 
The system of co-operation now in vogue 
has evidently been preferred over the other 
for mutual benefit, as gathered from experi- 
ence. Co-operation, based upon an equal 
share of profits and losses, implies an equal 
voice in management, Every man, whose 
earnings are dependent ou the return of 
the business in hand asserts a claim 
to be heard in the control and direction of 
the business. He cannot stand quietly by while 
he is convinced that he will receive no profit 
because the business is not managed as he 
would. manage it. He ‘will not work for 
nothing, or the prospect of nothing, in order 
to surrender to some one else the complete 
mastery. over himself and over affairs in 
which he has an equal part. An equal voice 
in che business implies also. personal inde- 
pendence. Each man works more or less, 
as he sees fit, and oertaiu partners soon dis- 


cover that their superior skill, greater in- 


dustry, or better judgment is employed for 
the equal benefit of slothful or incompetent 
men. The natural resort, under this condi- 
tion of things, is to a rule by the majority. 


This necessitates parties, parties breed fao- 
tions, factions breed intrigue, dissensions, 


| jealousies, and all resolve themselves at last 


into chaos. No business can be successful 
that is not subjected to the despotic 
control of a single direction, whatever 
the terms of business association may 
be, just as there can be no successful mili- 
tary campaign except under an absolute Gen- 
eral with undisputed and final authority. 
Human nature is so constituted that men are 
not all équal in energy, truthfulness, ability, 
and unless they were the system of co-op- 
eration that rests upon equal profit and 
equal loss, upon individual independence and 
acommon share in management, could not 
possibly succeed. The rare and exceptional 
instances where such co-operation has suc- 
ceeded for a time do not establish a rule; 
the generalization can only be reached by 
the experience of different times and 
peoples, and this has shown that the town- 
meeting system is fatal to success in busi- 
ness, The true system of co-operation is 
that which now prevails, in whica the capi- 
talist takes the risk that he alone can afford 
to take, and the employe receives a guaran- 


ted dividend, no matter what the results of 


the enterprise may prove to be.

THE COMMENCEMENT AND THE END. 

We are in the midst of those days during 
which the young masculine oFator, whose 
beard is just beginning to grow, discourses 
sage truisms in morals and ethics to his 
gray-bearded superiors, and the sweet girl- 
graduate ” flutters a little minute in pink and 
dimity as she plaintively sings öf the dignity 
of Art or the mystery of Nature. It is an 
immense army that has in these dune days 
stepped off the rostrum of the schools to 
play their varied os of comedy or tragedy, 
as the case may be, upon the larger stage of 
life. The theological seminaries have 
launched. representatives of all sects and 
forms of belief, who will in the future minister 
to the spiritual wants of men and women, 
unite the living and soothe the dying, lead 
schism and convict sinners. - The medical 
schools have set adrift a shoal of young 
practitioners, licensed to dose, drug, saw, 
hack, and quack. The law schools 
have sent out a long’ procession 
of advocates to plead, complain, prosecute, 
defend, and demur. West Point has sent 
out its squad for the army, and Annapolis for 
the navy. The schools, seminaries, colleges, 
and universities have closed their doors for 
the last time upon thousands who are to buy 
and sell, speculate, dig, fight, plot, and plan 
to make a living,—young men who are to fill 
our offices, stores, and counting-rooms, and 
young women, the vast majority of whom are 
destined to keep house for a corresponding 
number of young men in consideration of 
ther board and findings, and to rear chil- 
dren, who, as the wheel turns round, will go 
through the same programme in due time as 
their elders. The lives of these young peo- 
ple thus far have been irresponsible. They 
have seen the pleasant side of life, which is 
freed from responsibilities, is not worn 
with care, and does not involve the 
question of bread and butter. Their 


pleasant groves of the past, far from crowds 
and the din of the daily strife. Now they enter 
upon the dusty high-road of life and com- 
mende to fight for the means of living. They 


must make the acquaintance of the tax- 


gatherer, butcher, grocer, and tailor. At 
every turn they must find a competitor try- 
ing to get their bread and butter away from 
them. Instead of looking out for one, they 
must look out for two, with smaller habili- 
ties cropping out at regularintervals. They 
must run the gauntlet of scandals, gossips, 
backbiting, and heartburns. They will 
have ample opportunities to put to the strain 
their theories of the dignity of labor, the 
nobility of friendship, the statesmanship of 
this or that hero, aud the duty of patriot- 
ism, about which they talked so eloquently 
on Commencement-Day, and, worst of all, 
they must find there is a dark side to all the 
bright pictures they have drawn. They 
must make the painful discovery of the child, 
that the doll’s legs are stuffed with saw- 
dust, and lose their confidence in dolls gen- 
erally, and perhaps become iconoclasts and 
destroy other people's dolls. 

It is not possible that all these thousands 
are going to succeed. A few will live in 
clover, the most ill toil along patiently 


will get into the Peniten- 
tiary. There will be quacks among the doc- 
tors, frauds among the ministers, shysters 
among the lawyers, grocers who will put 
sand in their sugar, officials who will steal, 
accountants who will forge, ANDERSONS among 
the politicians; and even Mrs. Jxxxs will 
have her counterpart. Surrn, who had the 
valedictory and discoursed so glibly and en- 
thusiastically upon the responsibilities of 
educated men, may turn his talents to the 
inflation of the currency by unlawful 
means; and Brown, who affected his rela- 
tives to tears with his disquisition 
upon the dignity of labor, may be found 
in the future tramping behind a red 
flag and swearing vengeance against every 
man who has more movey than he. Au al- 
lowance will have to be made for an average 
crop of these undesirables. Bat, even 
making these allowances, there is no caleu- 
lating the immense fro and impulse given 
to life, and the enthusiasm gained by every 
social movement, in this infusion of fresh 
blood into the body politio each year. Those 
who come after us will know more than we. 
Those who have graduated this month are 
far advanced beyond. the standards their 
parents reached when they graduated. The 
‘areas of science, and philosophy, and re- 
ligion are spreading now with such wonder- 


_ful rapidity that the text-books a few years 


hence wil be almost an unknown tongue to 
the graduates of a quarter of a century ago. 
The graduates of the future will go into 
life better equipped for the struggle, 
and in this there is hope that they 
will make life better, and higher, and 
purer, and more complete in achievements 
and results, and that as the world moves on 
they will help to improve humanity and re- 
move its curses. It is well that the gradu- 
ates of to-day take such hopefal views and 
give free rein tothe imagination. It betier 
prepares them to resist the obstacles of the 
future. There is no man, however old he 
may be in years or disappointments, who 
does not look back with pleasure to his 


Commencement-Day, and does not still re- 


gard his widely-scattered classmates with 
somewhat of the old feelings, And there is 
no one, however old he may be or however 
vealy he may consider himself to have been 
as a Commencement orator, who does not 
wish that he could stand on the rostram 
again and fight this battle of life once more.

[We should suppose Mr. RockwatL knew 
that the business stagnation and duliness of 
times extended all over the civilized world. A 
financial panie broke loose” in Austria in the 
spring of 1873, and spread ruin all over the 
Empire, abd business has not yet recovered. 
Germany was next visited, the same year, by the 
monetary revulsion, and times have been even 
worse in that country since then than in the 
United States. Inthe fall of 1873 the panic- 
wave struck this country, and the panic 
reached England shortly after. From one 
-ountry it spread to another, until none escaped 
where the people were in the habit of going in 
debt, and where credits were inflated. France has. 
escaped the panic-wave better than any other 
nation, for the simple reason that the French 
people indulge very sparingly in the luxury of 
debt. They buy and sell but little on trust. 
What men possess, as a rule, is paid for. Pay 
as you go, is the custom of that country. The 
currency has not fluctuated; gold and silver 
are the standards, and paper money is kept up 
to the coin-level in value. Besides, the French 
are a very thrifty, economical, and industrious 
people. For these reasons France has almost 
entirely escaped the great floancial revulsion 
which has swept over the other nations, pros- 
trating trade and industry, and causing so much 
distress and loss. 

Mr. R. thinks the rich are growing richer, and 
the poor poorer, since the panic of five years 
ago. This is a very singular error. Where 
there is one rich man in 1878, there were four 
five years ago. Three-quarters of the wealthy 
men of 1873 have been cut down to small pos- 
sessions, or wiped out. Scarcely any have grown 
richer; where one has, a hundred have lost 
ground. Thousands of capitalists who in 1873 
were giving employment to multitudes of work-.

Why not the 
same with the Government? 

(We can’t imagine where Mr. R. got the idea 
that Ius Trisuns is opposed to the use of 
paper money.“ On the contrary, it isin favor ‘ 
of all the paper money that can be made to cir- 
culate interchangeably with coin,—all the paper 
that can be kept at bar with ft, so that the 
country can bave the use of both coin and 
paper in circulation. When resumption takes 
place, $200,000,000. of coin will be added to the 
volume of money, and without any contraction 
of the existing paper curreney. As tothe 
illustration of the firm’s note of hand, the credit 
of the firm would soon go to pieces if it did not 
pay its “notes of hand” when due, but let 
them go to protest. The “credit” of no firm 
can be good that refuses to pay its notcs. No 
matter how rich it may pretend to be, the note 
is not worth ite face,” and won't bring it, 
where the firm neglects to redeem its paper 
when it matures. And the same principle bolds 
good as regards the Government. Resumption 
only means that it shall redeem its duebills and 
past-due notes on presentation; after that, its 
‘credit will be good.“ and its notes will be 
worth their face.’’—Epb.] 


In times of depression like the present, why can- 
not the General Government carry on a large 
scheme of public improvements? Let every harbor 
turoug out the whole country be improved; set 
the thousands of idle men at Work, —in the mines. 
the quarries, and the forests; set tue manuafactories 
of all kinds at werk, and give a market for the 
farmers’ products; and in this way stimulate the 
industry of the whole country.

borers. It does not seem to occur to this class 
of people that, for every man thus set 
at work on the Government paternal 
principle, the taxes drawn from the 
people to pay him will deprive twe other men of 
bread and employment. The country will bet- 
ter continue to hear of Communists”’ than to 
embark upon the national soup-house system. 
It is said there is a million of men unemploy- 
ed. It would double the national debt in two 
vears to support those men and the contractors, 
pottering and “sogering”’ on rivers and har- 
burs, mines and quarries, and bankrupt the 
taxpayers to pay them. We suppose the scheme 
is to issue scrip to pay them, which, it is 
alleged, would cost the Government nothing. 
Yes, it would; its credit would be utterly destroy- 
ed in a short time. A hundred dollars of such 
frredeemable scrip would not purchase a barrel 
of flour before the eud of the first vear. The 
laborers would quickly reject it because of its 
worthlessness. This whole national eleemosy- 
nary scheme would result in speedy ruin of both 
Government and beople.— KD.]

What he calls the increase of values means 
simply the rapid debasement in the value of 
the currency that would set im from the 
moment such ‘a scrip-watering system was 
adopted. After the issues of absolute scrip - 
commenced, the currency would quickiy sink to 
50 per cent, which would iook like doubling 
the value of property: then to 25 per cent, 
which would quadruple the property; then to 
10 per cent, which would multiply the “ value” 
of the property ten-fold; finally, when enough 
water was poured in, to one per dent, which 
would so increase property values that a man 
now worth $1,000 would then call his stuff worth 
$100,000. Lastly, the scrip would be worth 0 
per cent; the bubble would be exploded, and 
property would then swing back to its coin 
value, Where it is now.

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JUDGE BREESE. — 


The Members of the Bar Meet 
te Do Honor to His 
Memory. 


A Large Delegation of Legal Gen- 
men Will Attend the 
Funeral. 


Touching Addresses by Mossra, Hoyne, 
Dickey, Roby, and Ayer, ~ 


A meeting of the members of the Bar was 
held in the Law Institute at 2 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon, to take action with reference to the 
death of Judge Breese, and make arrangements 
fora delegation to attend the funeral, which 
takes (piace at Cariyle to-morrow morning. 
There were about fifty present, and among 
them Judge Dickey, Judge Wilkingop, Van H. 
Higgins, W. H. King, Elliott Anthony, Thomas 
Moran, Thomas Hoyne, John C. Richburg, Cor- . 
poration-Counsel‘ Bonfield, M. F. Tuley, 8. 
Corning Judd, F. H. Kales, B. F. Ayer, E. B. 
Sherman, Edward Reby, Judge Bradwell, 
James P. Root, Judge Dent, H. 8.

The gathering was called to order by Mr. 
Roby, who nominated the Hon. Thomas Hoyne 
for Chairman. He was elected, and, on taking 

the chair, of the sad and melancholy duty 
which had them together. Judge Breese 
was not only one of the oldest and most devoted 
servants of the State, but one of the most dis- 
tinguished public men in the country. No one 
would be given a higher place in the history of 
| allinois in regard to the development of her 
resources. He said this, having in mind the 
great statesman; but it would be found—what 
had been forgotten in his life-time—that Judge 
Breese occupied as high a place as any man 
that ever lived in the West. He 
was a man of the highest culture, and wrote in 
the most beautiful style. He was undoubtedly 
the author of the first conception of the Illinois 
Central Railroad, and of the system of internal 
improvements In 18883. Allusion was also made 
to his report on the Union Pactfic Railroad,—a 
remarkable work,—the predictions in which had 
all been veritied. 

On motion of Mr. Anthony, the Hon. M. F. 
Tuley was elected Secretary. 

JUDGE r. LYLE DICKEY 
then arose and spoke as follows: 

Mr. CHAIRMAN AND GENTLEMEN: It has been my 
privilege to know Judge reese since the winter of 
1836. I met him then at Vandalia. At that time 
he occupied the vosition of a leading man in the 
State—was one of tne controlling minds that were 
leading and carrying forward the young State. It 
has been my privilege to know him. not, however. 
very intimately until recently, but reasonably 
well during all that long period. He has a public 
record of about eixty years, and it has not a blot 
upon it. His force of character, breadth ana 
/ stren of miud, made their mark upon the events 
of this country from the very organization of the 
State. It is unnecessary for me to re- 
hearse what ie familiar to most of 
you, the etatistics, as it were, of his life; but in 
the last two years it has been my privilege to be 
his associate upon the Bench and in the conicrence 
room, and 1 must say that he was the moet won- 
derfal man I have ever known. At his advanced 
age bis mind seemed as bright as if in its early 
prime. He would master a complication ef facts 
embodied in a large record, and analyze them with 
as great readiness as any man I ever ssw. —seize 
upon the governing and controlling § facts, 
and soon discovered tne controlling principles, and 
they. would determine tae case. And up tothe 
evening of the 20th of this month we 
were together in conference, working some 
ten bours a day for sixteen consecutive days, and 
yet be was able to take his share of the labors, 
while we considered and passed upon over 300 
Opinions; and, so far as I could observe, I could 
see no impairment of his facuities. He seemed in 
as good health when I parted with him a week ago 
Thursday evening as be had been for years. The 
news of his death, announced to me by telegraph 
last night, came like a clap of thunder in a clear 
sky. It is true be was well advanced In years, yet 
his end was not looked for. Hehas lived a hfe of 
neefalness, and he has left a memory to de revered 
and respected. 

MR. EDWARD ROBY 
was the next speaker, and, on behalf of the 
younger members of the Bar, delivered the 
foilowiug touching address to the memory 01 
the departed juret: 

Mr. Cuatnuan: In view of my position as a con- 
nection of the deceased it is perhaps proper for me 
to state the objects of the present meeting, and in 
doivg eo to speak to the Bar, and especiaily to the 
young members of the Bar, of the identity of the 
deceased with them; tae or why lawyers of 
all ages unite in tribute\ to the memory of the 
dead.

We have examined 140 docket cases and about 
thirty complaint cases in the short space of tweive 
While it gives some satisfaction 
to say that most of these cases were only cases of 
petit larceny, we are sorry to state that those crimes 
to a large part have been committed b 
perpetrators. The accused persons in the majori- 
ty of the cases were children of an age ranging

' OUR GOOD HEALTH. 

It is probably true that no city in the United 
States has better constructed, better ventilated, 
better warmed, and better drained school build- 
ings than are to be found in this city. They are 
all of brick, well lighted, and well situated, 
architectural deauties some of them, and to the 
unprofessional eye about as healthy buildings 
as one would wish to see. And yet our Health 
Officer, Dr. Wight, has just issued a pronuncia- 
mento nearly as jong as the President’s annual 
message, in which he goes over the whole 
ground and savs he finds them all badly venti- 
lated, badly drained, over-crowded, full of sew- 
er-gas (some of them from filthy adjoining 
privies), and one of them the Doctor declares to 
be a public nuisance. The report is verv able 
and exhaustive, aud not only points out the un- 
healthy condition of affairs, but also suggests a 
remedy for each case, and tells the Board of 
Public Works and the Common Council just 
how to proceed to effect a cure. How the Dem- 
ocratic party happened to stumble on so good a 
public officer will forever remain one of the un- 
explained mysteries.

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BABBTTI FOOLED AGAIN. 


Ellen E. Peck’s Imagiubry and very Expen- 
sive Search for Stolen Money. 
New York Sun! June 20. 
Ellen E. Peck was charged before Justice 
Bixby, in the Essex Marzet Police Court, yes- 
terday, witb defrauding Benjamin T. Babbitt, 
the soap-manufacturer, out of $23,900. Mr. 
Babbitt testified that, tu October last, she intro- 
duced herself to him and asked for employment 
tor her daughter, which be declined to give. 
She then told bim that she was acquainted 
with Mrs. Beckwith, wife of Charles R. Beck- 
with, the confidential clerk who is now in State 
prison for robbing him of over $200,000.. She 
said that she was frequently employed by the 
detectives in Brooklyn tc assist them in tracing 
criminals; that she had taken great interest in 
the Beckwith case, and had facts in her posses- 
sion that would enable her to recover bonds in 
the possessién of Mrs. Beckwith. She returned 


two days later, bringing a letter from Detective 
William P. Williams, of the Brooklyn police, 
highly recommending her as a trustworthy 
and shrewd detective. She assured Mr. 
Babbitt that she had been in communication 
with Mrs. Beckwith with reference to the resti- 
tution of the stolen money, had employed per- 
sons to watcb her, and bad discovered where a 
large amount of the property was left. Mr. 
Babbitt was favorably impresseo with Mrs. Peck, 
aud gave her 8000, which was only the first of 
many advances. 

Mr. Babbitt showed a bundle of letters that 
he had received. from Mrs. Peck while she pre- 
tended to be busily employed in plans to entrap 
Mrs. Beckwith. In one of these letters she 


said : 

I have called twice upon you, Mr. Babbitt, but 
you were gone each time. I wanted to have a talk 
with you. I. of course, know your time is valua- 
ble, as well as my own, and that you bave none to 
waste more than myself. I have made an affidavit 
explanatory, in part. of my dealings with and for 
you, thinking, peruaps, that 1 am taking too much 
time and money for what I am tryin¢to do for yop: 
but I know that in the end vou will say I have c- 
complished the shrewdest piece of detective work 
that has been done in many years. I have kept 
you pretty well informed, cotter then I ever did 
any party before. as you are so careful yourself, 
that I feel I can tell you of things that I would no 
more trust to some parties I have worked for pre- 
viously. Well, 1 am knowing to where one part of 
the stolen property is, but that I do not wish te 
touch until I can locate the rest. I have, besides. 
many valuable witnesses that are not aware that 
they have givén themselves away at ail. Every 
cent I have put out has been snapped up, and good 
results have followed. 

Now one thing I did you say you were displeased 
at, and that was my leaving the bonds that I had 
traced where they were. This i did. because Mrs. 
Beckwith told me she would sell me $4,000 more 
of the bonds at any time I had the ready money. 
She hae been sick, but last week wrote to Mr. Par- 
ker asking him if the bonds were stil! there, and if 
there was a deposit to my account. Mr. Parker 
replied, ** Yes, plenty of it.” So you see lam in 
the right way after all. 

This letter seems to have convinced Mr. Bab- 
bitt that Mrs. Peck was in earnest, and tuat he 
could obtain through her what he had failed in 
getting through the most expert detectives and 
shrewdest lawrers. 

In another letter Mrs. Peck wrote of an inter- 
view with Mrs. Beckwith in Connecticut, when 
she had $30,000 worth of the bonds with her, 
but would not surrender them until the ready 
monev was at hand. Mr. Babbitt sent Mrs. 
Peck $6,000, making $19,000 in all that he had 
given to her. Next she wrote as follows: 

I could get a good haul now, to confiscate from 
Mre. Beckwita what she has in bonds and coupons 
but if Lean get three times as much from her. j 
think it would de policy to do so. I must have 
$i,000 more. Have I not $12,000 of my own tied 
up as youre? It shall be handed intact to you, just 
as the scale. Mr. Babvitt, if there is one thing I 
pride myself upon. it is my strict integrity, for 
never in my whole life did I ever wrong a party 
that I was employed by out of one penny. 

u may not credit this, but it is as true as Gos- 
pe), and I shall claim the credit, when the bonds 
are placed in your posseasion. of being the shrewd- 
est woman in the city. I have worked tne hardest 
in this case for you tuat I ever did in my life. 

Mr. Babbitt, although he vegan at this point 
to grow suspicious, allowed Mrs. Peck to draw 
on him for $4,000 more. He afterwafd received 
frequent letters from her, asserting among 
other things that sne bad not only scen the 
bonds, but had them in her possession. At 
length a letter came saying that she was out 
of money; that ber spies were demanding 
pay; that the time for realizing success was at 
hand; and that she wanted more thousands. 

Babbitt then for the first time made inquiries 
about Mrs. Peck, and was soon convinced that 
he had been swindled. His detective, Mr. 
Golden, learned that she had never seen Beck-. 
with in prison, as she had said she had, and 
+ that she had held none of the pretended con- 
ferences With Mrs. Beckwith. A trap was set 
tor ber. She was enticed to this city, arrested, 
and induced to make a confession that she had 
been fooling Mr. Babbitt from the beginning.

Exeter Hall and the May Meetings 
in the British Capital. 


d. Hundred and Eightech Gatherings Withis 
the Space of Sixty Days. 


Special Correspondence of The Tribune. 
Lowpon, June 6.—* Lines from London.” 
This is the heading under which I propose to 
gather together such events and thoughts as 
may be interesting to the readers of Tug CI- 
caco Tripuns. As à title, it cannot be re- 
garded as one of great pretension; but I prefer 
it because it gives me considerable liberty,—a 
wide field in which to roam. However, there is 
one part of that field—that generally open to 
distant correspondents—into which I' have no 
intention of entering at any great length. I 
mean political politics,—qwatching political 
parties, and discussing party politics. in this 
case, perhaps the two words, social politics,—if 
I may be allowed the phrase,—would include 
the most of the topics to which I purpose call- 
ing attention. At all events, it shall be my 
chief aim to to observe, record, and criticise 
such matters as pertain to the domestic, social, 
and moral well-being of man,—looking at them 


from a Christian point of view. 

But, though I propose to attend to what is 
more social than political, yet let it be distinctly 
understood that 1 

DO NOT LOOK UNFAVORABLY ON POLITICS, 
nor do I depreciate the efforts of those whose 
duty it is to report the organizing and managing 
of political parties and party conflicts. To 
politics and to such writers we are often 
greatly indevted, especially when truth and 
right are maintained and sustained. I admit 
and lament that, by some calling themselves 
politicians, mucu has been done which bas been 
the reverse of commendabie; but the great 
men whom we have had, and those whom we still 
have, on both sides of the Atlantic, and else- 
where,—and the great good done by them as 
po/itic‘ans,—may well lead us to anticipate last- 
ing usefulness and merited praise for those who 
are able and willing, wisely and honoraply, 
to give themselves to volitical life,—even to that. 
which is purely and whollv such. The true 
politician—he who is deeply and specially inter- 
ested in the right government of his country— 
1s a valuable helper to all other reformers, per- 
sonal and relative. social and moral. For my- 
self. I have no sympathy with those who tell us 
that Christianity has nothing to do with poli- 
tics; that the two things stand in no relation to 
each other.“ i submit that Christianity, in its 
true and practical bearing, has to do with 

THE WHOLE MAN, 
and the whole life of man, domestic, social, and 
political. And man has to do with whatever 
promotes grobstruets his welfare, the happiness 
of his home, and the prosperity of his country. 
This is his duty, whatever the nature of bis call- 
ing, whatever his social condition, whatever his 
religious opinion. Henceit would be vawise 
to overlook political life, and its influence on 
life in general, in the consideration of mat- 
ters otherwise conpected with the eleva- 


the duty and the privilege of ministers of the 
Gospel to preach Christ crucified. This is needa- 
ed and ful. Philanthropists of the true 
stamp max, and do, manifest their loving-kind- 
ness towards poor humanity. This, too, is 
But neither of 
these Christian workers—however able and 
zealous they may be—can lay claim to practical 
wisdom, nor to genuine patriotism, if they 
neglect to take an interest in the political 
affairs of their country. 

Nevertheless,—on the principal of doing one 
thing at a time,—i shall, in these pavers, attend 
to that which is more social than political, leav- 


ing that which is more political than social to 


other pens, yet reserving to myself taat liberty 
to roam permitted by the general heading,

OLD TEMPLE-BAR. 

After a pleasant voyage of fen days from Que- 
bec to Liverpool, I arrived home glad to see 
known faces aod old forms once more. Known 
faces”? refer to my family and friends. ‘Old 
forms“ refer to London exteriors, which, to the 
amazed stranger, are truly astonishing, and, 
even tothe thoughtful resident, are ever re- 
markable,—ever changing, ever variable. 

Ever changing.” This was evident to me 
on my urst visit to the city the day after my 
arrival. The “Old Lady” of Threadveedle 
street is about the same as when I left ten 
months ago. So is the Tbe Exchange” and 
„the Mansion House.“ The Row—that is the 
place of brains mixed with paper skulis—is also 
much about the same. Sois Fiect street until 
we reach its west end, where we find the works 
of man, even that of Sir Christopher Wren, 
become a fleeting show.“ The bead and front 
of Temple Bar are gone, and only a few un- 
sichtly side-ribs remain to mark the place where 
this. the last of our old city gates, stood. And, 


now that all else is gone, the sooner these rus-g 


tic ribs disappear the better. They only serv 

to keep open the wounds—some tell me ot 
VERY DEEP WOUNDS 

in the sensitive hearts of those who possess a 

sentimental revercnce for the past. Of course, 


there are practical people who say these deep 


regrets may well becalled a “foolish fond- 
ness for things behind the age.“ The practical 
remind the sentimental that the days of “slow 
steps”? and “leisurely business habits” are 
gone witb our ancestors. ‘ Historical scenes,“ 
say thev, are all very well when we have time 
to think of them; but minutes, to the throng- 
ing thousands,—whether bent on business or 
pleasure,—are more important. Give Lhe people 
room. and let them pass on quickly. Remove 
the Bar wherever you piease, so that it may not 
stop the way.” 

This,“ rejoins the sentimental, is rather 
forcible and sweening.’’ And, certainly, I felt 
inclined to say, 80 it is,“ while, for tne mo- 
ment, I beheld the vacant place where stood 
“The Bar at which the monarch was wont to 
ask admission to the ancient City. But there is 
a silver lining even to this ark cloud. There 
is some consolation to the lovers of old walls 
and olden ways, in the noted fact that even the 
workmen who were employed in taking down 
Temple Bar seemed to be smitten with the 
sneered-at sentimentality. As if reluctant to 
go abead in the work of destruction, and as 
if in a brown study, they labored as slowly and 
methodicaily, as steadily and sulemoiy, as if 
they had been at a funeral. 

PERHAPS, , 
in mind, they had gone back to the times called 
“long ago,“ centuries past. Perhaps, about 
900 years ago, when this entrance to the City 
was simply marked by posts, rails, and a chain, 
when the Strand was a rough road along the 
river-side. Perhaps they thought of the time 
when progress removed the posts, the rails, and 
the chain, in 107%, when they were superseded 
by a wooden house erectedacross the road, witb 
a narrow gateway and an entry through tie 
south side. Pernaps they thought of the con- 
dition of that road when, in 1313, a petition was 
presented to Edward II. by the inhabitauts of 
the neighborhood of the Palace of Westminster, 
in which petition it was stated that the footway 
at the entrance of Temple Bar was so bad that 
the feet of the horses were hurt, and that the way 
was interrupted 4 thickete and bushes. Perbaps 
they thought of the time when tae Strand be- 
came studded with the mansions of neblemen; 
when it became a continued street. in 1533: 
when, in 1603, London and Westminster were 
one mile asunder: when the bouses were 
thatched, and mud walls were in the Strand. 
Pertiaps they thought of the raging tire which, 
in 1660, totally destroyed the wooden erection. 
Perhaps they thought of the time, about 1672, 
when the Temple Bar of our day was erected, 
Sir Christopher being the architect. 
PERHAPS, TOO, 
thev thought of Tuesday, the 27th of February 
1872,—the national thauksgiving-day for the re- 
covery of the Prince of Wales from the all but 
tatal illneas,—when the piety and patriotism of 
the people of the Capital of the British Empire 
united in loyal co-operation in carrving out tnat 
reverent idea in public assembly in the Metro- 
politan Cathedral. It was then that our good 
Queen Victoria,—the last of the many Srve- 
reigns who have passed through the gate,—it

Though my return home was too late for the 
earlier gatherings, yet Isvon saw blessed proofs 
of the cheering Lat that neither in the bene vo- 
lent institutions nor in the misstonary societies 
were there an sigus of the least falling off of 
the faith and the zeal necessary to the pros- 
perity and usefulness of such work. As before, 
each continued to wanifest the power of the 
Gospel,—more disinterested love to man, as 
well as more holy devotion to God; proofs of 
the vitality of the divinely-imparted spirit that 
works so hard for the good of the world; proois 
of that sell-dehylng charity which seeks the 
lost, loves the poor, and consols the suffering,” 
leading to a higher life and a purer morality 
to aims more generous and noble, praising God 
in blessing man. 

It is too well known that there is too much 
cause given for frequent sueers at Exeter Hall 
meetings at this season of the year.

At times, too, st- 
tarian zeal is more eivdent than Christian 
love; while some of the Reports havea 
tiresome sameness in phraseology, more of the 
whining and less of the mauliness. than the gen- 
uine, warm soul wishes to hear. And then 
many of the after-doings of some of the leaders 
do not always accord with their piatform say- 
ings. lu some instances religious commun- 
ion “ in May is not what has to pass for it in 
December. Itis generally warm in eummer, 
and too often cold in winter. Let all this be 
irankiy and ovenly admitted,—fcr there is no 
good got by covering a disagreeable truth,—yet, 
when all is said, even the worst, it must be ad- 
mitted by the candid observer that

aud error the exception; that the most of the 
institutions are centres of Christian light and 
Christian influence, making hope brighter and 
stronger from year to year, and so bracing each 
other for more self denymg, more noble and 
necessary labor,—for the continued lengtbening 
of their cords and strengthening of their staxe 
in the midst of discouraging difficulties. 

These great annual gatherings are not con- 
fined to Londoners. Strange as it may seem, 
many from the country spend May in London. 
They leave their woodland ways and river- 
banks, their hedge-rows and flower-gardens, 
when the breezy fields, and all that is beautiful 
around, are wearing their gayest attire,—when 
the banks are covered with cowslips, ard the 
miid hyacinth is casting forth its fragrance with 
sunny air,—when the sweet strains of simple 
music from the feathered choristers please the 
ear and lift the soul. And why? Some tell us 
that London is merely a great mass of dark-red 
brick, thrown into unshapely thoroughfares and 
narrow lanes. This is not true. At least, it is 
not the whole truth, especially in May. We 
have our gardens as well as our squares, our 
parks as well as our lanes,—green grass and 
beautitul trees, laburnum and lilac biossoms, 
roses and gerapiums, and lilies-ot-the-valley,— 
and nowhere do these beauties lodDFKK more 
beautiiul than in London. But it is not for 
this the country-folks pour into our city at 
this season of the year. What, then, is 
the attraction, the power, that draws from the 
soft grass tothe hard pavement, from the sol- 
emo silence of the lowly dell to the boarse roar 
of the throboing city? Tbe ordinary aud extraor- 
divary amusements and entertainments may

In Nebraska the spring wheat will be ready to cut 
within about one week from date; and a letter 
from Hastings, Minn., states that the wheat har- 
vest will bein progress “there about the 20th of 
July. 

The leading produce markets were moderately 
active Saturday, and generally “firm; but a large 
part of the trading was due to the fact that it was 
the last business day of the month. Very few 
June trades remaine be settled up, but a good 
mary July deals had be provided for, some of 
them being transferred into August at current dif- 
ferences. Hogs were firmer, and provisions 
steady, witha slight increase in prices. Grain 
was firm. Wheat advanced as a consequence of 
wet weather, it being reported raining over a large 
part of the Northwest, and there were fears that a 
hot sun will bring out rust after the rain clouds 
bad passed over. Corn was in good demand for 
future shipment, and that fact steadied the local 
deal, which was predisposed to weakness in eym- 
pathy with the advices from Liverpool and New 
York. There was little change in other bread- 
stuffs.

THE TURF. 
THE GREAT RACE NEXT THURSDAY. 

At Louisville next Thursday afternoon, should 
no untoward eircumstance prevent, the great turf 
event over wnich the cpantry has been more or 
less agitated for the past two months. viz. : the four- 
mile-and-repeat race between Ten Broeck, the rep- 
resentative race-horse and champion of the Ken- 
tucky Blue Grass region; and Mollie McCarthy, the. 
Queen of the Pacific Slope; the brightness of 
whose laurels has never Dé®n dimmed by defeat. 
Probably no event of the kind that has ever taken 
place in America has created the interest and ex- 
cited the comment that has attended the coming 
event since ite announcement many weeks ago. 
When the announcement that 
miles had been made between animals whose own- 
ers and friends believed invincible at that 
distance was first made through the columns of 
Tue Cuicaco Taispuns, the excitement began, and 
it has continued unabated ever since. Of course 
there have been efforts on the part of. some to be- 
little and decry the match, but their thinness has 
always been promptiy exposed and denounced. 
Everybody who is at all interested in turf matters 
is now satisfied that the contest will be a bona fide 
one, an up and up” struggle between two of the 
best horses in the country for the supremacy at a 
distance that nothing but a thoroughbred and 
dvad-game horse can go and repeat. 

With regard to the respective merits of the con- 
testants, this paper has nothing to say. Its read- 
ers have been fully informed of what each 


animal has done. Ten Broeck has the fast 
est record at one, two, three, and four 
miles. This would seem at first 


thought to practically settle the question of 
whether or not he is the best horve in the country 
but, while these performances are equaled by those 
of no other horse, it must be remembered that 
Mollie McCarthy bas never lost a race or a heat, 
and. although it may be argued that she has never 
met the high class of horses that Tén Broeck has 
aniformiy run against, it mast also be borne in 
mind that all her races have been captured easily, 
or. as due of the mare's admirers expresses it. 


**She has never met anytbing that could make her 
Stretch ner neck.” Taking all these things into 
consideration, it is useless to speculate regarding 


the Oobacfe winner of hursday’s race, 
provided both horses come tw the post 
in shape‘ to ron well. The have 


both been trained for the contest oa the Louisville 
track, and both have taken their work kindly. 
Notbing seems to have gone amiss with the little 
California beauty, asd the Kentucky king is as 
strong, lusty, and fleet as on the day when he ran 
four miles in the unprecedented time of 7:15. 
Within tne ttwo Weeks each horse has run a 
two-mile trial, and, although these were not made 
with a view of enlightening the public, but simply 
to satisfy the trainers as to bow tneir charges were 
progressing in the preparation that is to 
fit them for the killing work of ‘Thursday. 

Tar Tumenm has received reliable advices 
regarding each run. That of Ten Broecx 
was made at 3 o'clock in the morning of June 25. 
The horse was Bought upon the track just as the 
dawn made the surrounding objects dimly visible, 

Colston, the trainer, thinking that no one but him- 
gelf and Walker, the jockey, would see the work: 
but a gentleman with a stop watch was there, and 
took the time accurately. The firet mile was run 
in a gallop, when Ten Broeck, being warmed to 
his work, was given hu bead. running the second 
mile in 1:48and the third in 1:46%, thas com- 

pleteng the two miles without whip, spur, or Som- 
petition in 3:34. When it isremembered that this 
trial was only seven seconds slower than the best 
two miles on record. the excellence of the perform- 
ance isapparent. It showed the rumors that Ten 
Broeck is out of form to be entirély without fouh- 

dation, and that, should no accident befa!l! him be- 

fofe next Thursday, the great son of Phaeton and 
Fa Holten will not point those who be- 


lieve. invincible. 
Mollie Mearthy's trial was a public one, and 
she ran fully ae well as Ten Broeck, finishing the 


two miles in 3:34.

Of course 
this is a very silly thing to say, and probacly no 
one more tally appreciatea that fact than did the 
editor of the T after his paper had gone to press 
and it was too late td correct the objectionable 
portion of the screed. Everybody that knows 
anything about turf matters, or that takes any 
interest in them, is well aware that this paper is 
not the *‘organ" of any driveror horse. Last 
winter the owner of an Eastern stallion secured 
the co-operation of the Turf in an effort to give 
hie horse a notoriety which would secure him 
pa‘ronage in the stud, to which he was soon to be 
retired, by iesuing buncome challenges vo trot his 
alleged champlon against Rarus. In the fret 
of these challenges it was expressly stipulated 
that all correspondence relating to the proposed 
race should take place through the columns of the 
Turf, the editor of that sheet hoping thereby to 
come in fora few scintillations of the radiance 
which was supposed to form a haio around the 
Massachusetts stud- horse. When the owner of 
Rarus concluded to reply to the - Smuggler 
challenge he very — sent his 
communication to Tux Tripune, in the columne 
of which paper it appeared. This was a crusher 
tothe /urf; but it wus still further humiliated on 
the following week by another acceptance of the 
challenge, the man to tarow the gaun:let this 
time being Charlie Green, a driver over whom the 
Turf has in times gone by ** gushed" u a nau 
sealing manner. He sent hie communicstien to 
the it of the Tunes. & val of the Turf. The 
wae the hardest blow of ail, and since that time 
the name of Green or Splan ie never mentioned in 
the T office, or in the paper itself, except 
when it is taought advisaole to say something 
mean avout those genticmen. The Tur chose to 
take it as a persona) adront that the challenge of 
Smuggler to Rarus should have been answered 
through Tus Taimons, and has never since spuKen 
a kind word of John Splan, waom formerly it 
could not laud bigu enough. In last week's issue 
the paper endeavors to injure him by insinuating 
that Rarus has done nothing this season, and tat 
associaiions had octter sieer clear of paying Splan 
to give special exhivitions of speed, as tne horse 
could not trot fast enough to drawa crowd. The 
thinness of this statement and the intent with 
which it was written were apparent to everybody, 
but the recent perfurmance oc Harus at Saginaw, 
where he trotted three heats imthe face of a high 
wind, and on à trace net particulariy fast, in 
2:17. 2:16, 2:10K. the haif-mile pole in the 
third heat being reached in 1:0644, and two days 
later trotted a mite in the extraordinary time of 
2:14, gives the lie to the 1% / 6 insinuations in a 
most effectual performance. Taking the time of 
year, the weather, aul allthe surrounding cir- 
cumstances into Consideration, Ius ‘1 RisUNE does 
not hesitate to say that these three neats are the 
best on record, and amply prove the assertious of 
nis friends tuat Karus is the fastest trotter alive. 


is said taat, even if Rarus does not enter, it will 
not fall through, as the owners of Lulu and Jim 
Irving iatend to name those animals for the race. 
If this should prove trae, it woulu probably be the 
greatest burlesque on trotting ever seen in this 
country. Both of the animals named are speedy 
enough to bold their own in almost any class, but 
a more rattle- headed pair could haraly be got to- 
gether, unless, indeed, Smuggler ia entited to 
take rank with them in this respect, In 
1876 Lulu was entered in tue special 
trial ot speed, out made herself the laughing- 
stock of the whole country On severai occasions by 
not being able to trot as fast as the winners in the 
slowest faces at the meetings, in one instance not 
veingadle to doa mile in better time than 2:28.

THAT ENTRY OF BODINE. 

In last Sunday's Triscone there 1 an 
article on the subject of Conditional Kutries. 
in which, after showing how the game was worked 
by drivers, reference was made to the entry of the 
Chicago horse Bodine in the 2:19 class at the 
Cieveland meeting in 1877, it being stated that the 
nomination looked suspiciously like a conditional 
one, and that Badd Doole, Who was driving the 
borse that season, and Sam Briggs, the Secretary 
of the Cleveland Association, could probably ex- 
plain the matter in a satisfactory manner if they 
chose to do 80. 

in reply to such portions of the article as al- 
luded to him, Mr. Doble desires it to be stated in 
these colnchus that he had nothing whatever to do 
wito the entry of Bodine at Cleveland. He entered 
that horse at but two places after coming Kast from 
California in 1877,—those being Chicago and 
Springtela,—and at bothof them he paid the 
entrance money, conseqtently be knows that there 
was nothing out of tue Way in either of the trans- 
actions. He further says that if any entry of the 
horse was made at Cleveland it was witnout his 
knowledge. 

A reference to the files of this paper for 1877 
shows that the entry of Bodine at Cleveiand that 
year was in the pame of H. G. Goodrich, the owner 
ef the horse, and it is fair to presume that the 
nomination was sent iu by that gentleman. Now 


these: Un July 3, 1877, be trotted a race at Dexter 
Park against Litde Fred, Marion, and Little 
Gypeey, Which race bo easily won by Little 
Fred in straight heuts. he acting badly in 
heat, and beiug at no time adle to head Higbie’s 
horse. On the morning following that race he was 
dead lame in one of his hind legs, aad before 
twefty-fouf hoa passed it was evident to all 
who saw the horse that he would not be able to 
trot again for Several weeks, if indeed he ever 
fully recovered the use of the injured limb, The 
entries to the Cleveland meeting closed July 9 
and when they were <= publishea that uf 
Bodine was included u the list. Now it is not at 
ali probable that this entry was sent on before the 
race at Dexter Par cole A as horse-owners are 
not in the habn o ing their nominattione 
earlier than a day or two before the closing of the 
entries, for fear of just euch accidents as one 
which befeil Bodine. Neither is it probabie that, 
with the full knowledge of the fact that his horse 
was seriously and perhaps incurably lame, Mr. 
Goodrich entered him in a race to be trotted within 
two weeks from the time the nomination was

THAT FATEFUL 12 O'CLOCK. 


Mrs. Swisshelm te the Locomotive Eugi- 
neers. 

To the Editor af The Tribune. 
whispered that, on a certain day, known only to 
the oath-bound and the initiated, every locomo- 
tive engineer im the United States and Canada 
is to stop work, keep the engine committed to 
his care just wherever it may happen to be at 
that particular moment, and prevent, by all 
means in his power, any other person from 
using it. 

This story would at once be stamped as an in- 

famous libel, a malicious slander on a class of 
highiy-responsible men, if it were not for the 
lessons which the labor-troubles have already 
taught; but, looking at the past, one is forced 
te conclude that it is possible such action may 
be contemplated, and I would respectfully ask 
every honest man to look at sucha plan in the 
light in which it must appear in history. 
Every one cabable of intelligent thought knows 
that the keeping of contracts is the bond which 
holds society together. Children at school ex- 
press their seose of fairmesg by say- 
ing, “A bargain ‘s a bargain.” That bar 
gain may be distasteful to one of the parties. He 
may have been sorry for making it, an instant after 
it was made; but common opinion holds him to 
his bargain, unless ibe other party is agreed to 
anuulling it. At least, such was the rule in ail 
the schools of which I ever was a member, either 
as pupil or teacher; and he was always marked 
as a mean boy who would shirk his bargain. | 

The great difference between mankind and the 
lower animals is, that the one makes bargains, 
and the other does not. Bit the making of a 
bargain is worse than nonsense if it has no bind- 
ing force; and the principal use of a system of 
laws, of organized society, is to regulate the 
terms of bargains, and to enforce them after 
they are made. All our jggal codes are the 
direct outgrowth of that human instinct whith 
induces the boys of a school to hold each other 
to the performance of their bargains, and to 
prevent the making ef any which are manifestiy 
and grossly unjust. 

Now, let any one compare such a movement a 
this stopoage.of All engines would be with that 
human instinct of barzain-making, and he ‘aust 
see that it is simply brutal; and that a code of 
honor which would make such a thing possible 
would be, to all intents and , piggish. 
If we could imagine adrove of pigs making a 
bargain, we would feel that they would do just 
as it is said the engineers intend doing, aud 
break it whenever it suhed their whim,—bréak 
it without any regard to the rights of the other 
party to the „ or of others who on 
its fulfillment. 

It seems to me that locomotive-engineers do 
not get as much wages as they ought to do from 
corporations which pay high salaries to 
presiding officers; but it also seems to me that 
this is more the fault of the engineers than of 
the corporations. 

Soon alter women were first admitted to 
clerkshivs in the Departments in Washington, I 
made a move to have them brought under rules 
similar to those which governed male clerks, so 
that they would be amenable to promotion; but 
the women themselves almost universally pro- 
tested against any such change in their status. 
Each ove seemed afraid that she would fail of 
promotion, and, rather than let any other 
woman get more than she got, Was to 
remain in statu quo. 

Now, this is exactly what the engineers dre 
and have been doing. No railroad company is 
permitted to reward unusual merit in an en- 
gineer by an increase of wages. Like the Wash- 
ington Women. they are s meanly jealous of 
each other that they will not recognize anv 
superiority on the part of any, and are thus 
banded together to keep each other on a dead 
level of mediocrity, to destroy all personal am- 
bition, and make each man a cog in a big Wheel. 
instead of a living, thinking, movable piece of 
mechanism, capable of separate, individual 
action. 

Of course, it is weill that any class of men 
should have general rules to govern their ac- 
ti ns; but, whenever these rules interfere with 
tue right of the individual to make the most of 
himselt and his opportunities, they are op- 
pressive. Suppose all the clerks or officers 
of a railroad should band together to prevent 
the promotion of any one of their number, is it 
probable that any of them would develop that 
superior business cavacity which renders the 
ser vice of one man worth that of a thousand 
who lack that capacity! , 

So long asa majority of engineers are 60 mean 
and envious that they will not acknuwledge 
superiority in their own ranks, so long they 
reduce themselves to a semi-Coolie con 
dition; end se long they rob the 
world, by denying to it the use of that 
superior brain-power which Nature has bestowed 
upon afew of alt classes and conditions, in 
order that they 1 the many. 80 long 
as they maintain a therhood which, like a 
great rolling-pin, flattens out the mass like @ 
lump of dough, so long they have no right. to 
complain that they are not treated with that 
consideration due to independent manhood. A 
set of men who pave resigned their individual 
right to make their own bargains. and given up 
that individual honor which demands tne ful- 
nllment of a contract, snould be content. N 
no man should be content to be a small bit o 
alving machine, but should get up — out 
of every such position as fast as bis brains and 
legs could carry him. 

Think of the infamy of the purpose now 
charyed upon a large class of inteiligent men. 
Each one has, in his individual capacity, on 
his individual responnllillisy. engaged to run an 
engine ove month for a certain sum, and knew, 
when making that engagement, that, on a ver- 
tain hour of a certain day, he would violate his 
contract. 

Perhaps any ove of them would feel in honor 
bound to knock down the man who would call 
him a liar; but what is the t name for a 
man who deliberately tells a lief He says to 
the railroad company, “I will run your engine 
a month’’; and to the Brothernood, 1 will

ELECTRIC LIGHT. 


Au experiment was made last wight with the 
electric light by Arnoux & Hochhausen at their 
office, at Howard and Ceutre streets. The ap 
paratus is a modificagiun of the machine used in 
Paris, but the firm claim. that it is simpler, 
cheaper, and equally effective. The light, of 
course, .as in all these machines, pro- 
ceeds from the combustion of carbon points, 
between which powerful electric currents pass, 
and the difficulties iu the practical use of the 
light are here, as they bave been everywhere, 
two-fold: first, the difficulty of dividiug the 
current so as to give separate lights, when 
wanted, in the same room, or in different 
rooms, from the same machine; and, secondly, 
the diflicuity of securing such a steady com- 
bustion of the carbons as shall prevent fli cker- 
ing. The machine May be used for ligh ting 
offices and stores, or it will serve for illumi nat- 
ing an entire park or stretch of seabeach.

Next, W. H. Standish, by quit-claim deed, exe- 
cuted June 12, 1878 conveyed to C. Clay King, of 
Kingsville, Mo., for the expressed consideration 
of $100, 000, an undivided one-eighth of the 8. W. 
fractional quarter of Sec. 10. 39, 14, this being 
the tract bounded by Madison street on the south, 
Kinzie street on the north, State street on the 
west, and the lake on the east. 

This property is of course immensely valuable,

The Committee off Polioe met in the after- 
noon, and unanimously decided to recommend the 
confirmation of Hickey as Superintendent of Po- 
lice, and Dixon as Aseistant. 


Tue Treasurer's receipts were: County 
Treasurer, $55,000; Collector, $3,331; Water 
Office, $3,208; Comptroller, $1,451; total, 63, - 
032. He paid out $2,800, most of it to redeem 
certificates of 1877. 


Nearly all the Mayor’s nominees will be 
reported on favorably, only two or three yet re- 
maining to be passed upon by the committees to 
whom they were referred. The only hitch thus 
far occurred yesterday afternoon, and it was over 
Bensinger, the City Weigher. The Committee on 
Markets, who have him in hand, are divided, the 
majority, itis said, being opposed to him. They 
got together yesterday afternoon, but deferred 
action until Monday. It is thought, however, that 
they will recommend that he be confirmed. 

DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS. 

The report of the Mayor, as head of the Depart- 
ment of Public Works, for 1877, was completed 
yesterday. The most important improvements 
were the Fullerton avenue conduit, and the bridges 
over the river at Harrison, Fuller, and North Hal- 
sted streets, and North avenue; The only signifi- 
cant work now going on is tae City-Hall. More 
than ordinary care and vigilance had been exercised 
to secure the best possible return for the amount 
expeuded. Sharp competition had enabled work 
to be done at greatly reduced rates, which had 
aided materially in accomplishing more than was 
anticipated under the apprupriation. The pump- 
ing engines at the North side works furnished 11, - 
9538, ¥77, 644 gallons of water, and those at the West 
Side works 7, 000, 000,000,-—a total of over 18, - 
000, 000, 000 of gallons. There was collected for the 
use of water measured by meters, theie being 
1,623 in use. 5102, 08 2. There uad been an in- 
crease in meters, due tothe low rate charged, it 
being less than two-thirds of that for frontage 
assessment. An extended use of them would 
materialiy decrease the revenue of the Department, 
and perhaps renderit no tonger seif-sustaining. 
To avoid this, and to place all water-takers on an 
equal and equitaule footing, an early adjustment 
of the rates seemg indispensable. Reference is 
made to the alarming increase in leakage and wast- 
age of water, and it is stated that if the wastage 
doesnt cease, more engines will be required, 
necessitating a large additional outiay. A remedy 
should be devised. Tae tncome of tne Department 
was $008,500, and the sarpius, after paving ex- 
penses, interest, etc., was $97,300. From 1562, 
the income had been $8,467,077, and tne ex pendi- 
tures $8, 544,350. Tae crib had been strengthened, 
in order to guard against possible danger. There 
was constructed 64, 004 lineal feet in twelve and 
‘one-fourth miies of sewers. at a cost of 5117. 879. 
When the 8, 860 feet now under contract are com- 
pleted, there will be 278 miles of sewers in the 
city. There are 132 miles of improved streets, 
but many need repairing. The matter of material 
had been considered, but no conclusion was 
reached. The ovjection to wooden blocke was 
that those put in were poor or damaged, and the 
foundation and manner of layiag were bad. The 
river had been rendered less odorous by expending 
$1. 300 on the Ogden and Wentwomh canal-dam. 
An appropriation is asked for to bay engines to 
utilize the Fullerton-avenue conduit. With them 
the North Branch could be cleansed. The cost of 
the bore thus far has been ‘$504, 554. 
There are sixteen viaducts in the city, two of 
wood and fourteen of iron, constructed at a cost of 
8015.30. The bridges number thirty, eleven 
being iron ana nineteen wooden. Among the 
recommendations is one to citizens that they have 
the streets improved by special assessment ratner 
than bv private contract, since competition would 
lessen the expense. The expenses were: Sewerayze 
Department, inciuding interest, $445,214; Water 
Department, including interest, $811,101; sewer- 
age coastruction account, $120,081; Apprupria- 
tion Fund, $617,452; total, 92, 002, 840.

In the Criminal Coart, yesterday the motion of 
Scanian etal. and Sherwin & O’Neili—who were 
convicted of maintaining u public nuisance in the 
town of Lake a few weeks ago—for a new trial 
was heard. Mr. Goggin appeared for Scanian, and 
Mesers. Munn and Avery for Sherwin & O'Neill, 
and Gen. Stiles and Mr. Tuthill for the People. 

The motion in the case of Scanlan was first 
heard, Mr. Goggin contending that the verdict had 
not been in accordance with the evidence, and that, 
inasmuch as his clients were out of business, they 
were entitled to consideration, especially since the 
indicting of them had broken them up. He con- 
cluded by urging that 1 a new trial 
was not granted—end he did not appear 
anxious for another trial—the Court, in pass- 
ing sentence, be as lenientin establishing the fine 


‘as possible on account of the absolute poverty of 


the defendant. 

Mr. Munn next addressed the Court, and read an 
aflidavit from Joseph Sberwin setting forth that 
the State's Attorney had promised him that tne 
motion for a new trial gnould not ve heard until 
after the trial of some of the parties indicted who 
were running rendering establishments. On ac- 
count of the facts set forth in the affidavit he 
wanted the argument of the motion postponed. 

The Court replied that there was no cause for 
delay, and said the defendants had been notified 
that the motion would be beard, and he therefore 
overruled the motion. 


Mr. Munn tuen proceeded to argue the motion, , 


taking the ground that the verdict had been against 
the evidence, and that the Court beside had erred 
in refusing to give certain instructions to the jury, 
and also in admitting certain evidence for the Peo- 
ple, and excluding certain other evidence for the 
defendants. 

Mr. Avery followed in a lengthy argument, elab- 
orating the points made by bis associste, and ada- 
ing as an accitional reason why a new trial should 
be granted that his chents had been forced to trial 
before they were ready. 

ne attorneys for the People waived all arga- 
ment and submitted the motion. 

The Court, in passing on it, reviewed 
the voints made, and, with judicial dexterity, 
turned the arguments against tne defendants, 
or used the points made in them in a very logical 
way as the reason why the motion should be de- 
nied. The motion was denied in both cases. 

Gen. Stiles asked that an order be entered call- 
ing on the defendants to show oy Tuesday why an 
order should not be made to abolish the establish 
ments in question. 

Mr. Munn said he wanted further time. and be- 
side gave notice of exception and that an appeal 
would be taken. 

The Court, after some further argument, gave 
them until Friday to answer, and also thirty days 
in which to make up and file the appeal records. 

Mr. Goggin, for Mr. Scanian, then addressed 
the Court. He had no idea of taking an appeal, 
but urged the Court again to be lenient in fixing 
the fine. 

Some further discussion followed, and the case 


was finally disposed of by the fine being fixed at 


$25 and costs.

THE COURTS. 
THE DISTRICT COURT. 

The United States District Court room was 
crowded yesterday morning with lawyers who had 
come to see what arrangements were jo be made 
with reference to the further cali of the Circuit 
Court calendar. 

Judge Blodgett stated that he had asked the 
members of the Bar to come and consult as to 
whether the public interests required that a jury 
should be summoned for the latter part of the July 
term. There was a large law calendar over from 
the May term which oughtto be called. Owing to 
the exceptions which had been taken lately to the 
qualifiggtions of the jury, they had been discharg- 
ed. It was the intention to have continued the 
call of the calendar up to the ist of August, but he 
had been remonstrated with for not keeping the 


summer vacation with the State Courts. ile 
wished to have two months for vacation, and pre- 
ferred August and September. But the members 
of the Bur were really the persons to express the 
wishes of their elients, and others outside had 
nothing todo with the matter. nere must be a 
new jury if any more cases were to be tried. That 
jury could not be gotten together vefore a week 
from Monday, and then severai more days would 
elapse before business was fairly started. The 
cost of the jury would be heavy for the Govern- 
ment, and it was a question whether it would 
be worth waile for so short a time. 
Moreover, the best jurors were taken from the 
well-to-do farmers, and, the present being their 
busiest time, it would be difficult to getthem. In 
conclusion, the Judge said that in any event he 
shouid be in court during the whole month of 
July to dispose of cases unger advisement, ant bear 
submitted cases. If there was no jury he would 
compel no one to come into court except in mat- 
ters of injunction and the reguiar round of cham- 
ber business. 

Mr. W. H. King then rose and said that he 
considered this whole matter out of order. 
The State Courts were following out the 
agreement to observe July and August as 
vacation, which the Federal Court never had fol- 
lowed. It seemed to him that the meeting was 
called to see whether the members of the Bar 
would vote to assist the Court in violating the 
agreement of the Judges of the State Courts. 

There was a general laugh over tnis sally, and 
Judge Biodgett suggested that Mr. King should 
taxe the chair. 

This seemed to meet with general approbation, 
and Mr. King took the Jude's seat, remarking 
again that ne considered the whole business out of 
order. 

Mr. Bisbee moved that the vacation be held in 
July and August, and that taere be no further call 
of the calendar until autumn. 

Mr. King put the motion, and on receiving the 
votes of those in the affirmative declared the 
motion carried, without stopping to call for the 
votes of any who were Opposed to the motion. 
All, however, seemed to atquiesce in the result of 
the meeting.

There is no mistake about this 
fact or result, whether you test cider or white- 
wine vinegar; so-called. By this simple method 
groceis and dealers can protect themselves and 
their customers against unscrupulous manufactar- 
ers, Or families can protect themselves against 
negligent or dishonest grocers; and, with this 
knowledge of ascertaining the purity of vinegar, 
there can be no excuse for the use of such villain- 
ous, poisonous stuff now largely sold for vinegar.

Creek. Less than thirty years ago, almost 
the entire village, comprising two dozen or 
more houses, including several stores, two 
taverns, a paper-mill, and a grist-mill, belonged 
to a singular community, called the Seventh- 
Day German Baptists. Tney originated about 
184 years ago, a controversy arising in the 
Protestant Churches of Germany and Holland,

large meeting-room, with gal- 
leries, in which the whole community woaid 
hold Divine worship. In their brightest days 
they also had their printing-office, school- 
house, bake-house, and almon y and others for 
variaus purposes. They were supported by the 
arm, grist-milil, paper-mill, oil-mill, fuiling- 
mill, and the labor of the brethren and sisters 
in the lovely cloister. Your representative in- 
svected the “ Sisters’ House“ and Brothers’ 
House,” and pictured to his mind the harmony, 
peacefulness, and unalloyed happiness that 
— possessed such a singular collection 
of. tianity and beloved people. The base- 
ment floor is composed of stones, covered with 
mortar that has solidified almost like rock. and 
the examination revealed many small rooms 

ong the passage that passes through the cen- 
tre of the buildings. The doors were quite low, 
requiring us to stoop when entering, and in 
some places they were so narrow as to compel 
Us to edge in sideways. Wooden latches, wood- 
en binges, and wooden pegs—yes, all wood 
attested the great age of the edifices. Some of 
the locks evinced unusual ingenuity. These 
rooms, with the exception of containing relics, 
are Vacant, and, upon traversing through the 
second and third stories, a sense of loneliness 
will overtake the visitor. 

Both buildings—the Sisters’ and Brothers’ 

ouses—are large and odd-looking compared to 
modern architecture, but it was not until we 


the mind could comprehend what vast pillars 
of antiquity were before us. Hnndreds of 
rooms are there, and, being too small to con- 
tain a bed, rough boards along the wall were 
the resting places, two members being allotted 
to a room; and these were confined to rather 
meagre limits. In some of these diminutive 
chambers there is a collection of spinning- 
wheels and other antique machinery used in the 
manufacture of home-made wearing apparel. 
In one room were boards shaped like a foot 
and limb, which were used for stretching 
hosiery after being knitted by the matrons. 
Canes that aided weary old men, tallow candle 
dips that provided light while they were perus- 
ing their Testament, and numerous ancient 
relics, were seen. 

We ascended stairs 150 years old, visited a 
dungeon used for punishing such as might re- 
quire it, and compared lasts with our present 
box- shoes, and could not help exclaiming, 
“Ah! what a change! And — * those who, 
half or a century ago, inhabited these build- 
ings see us roaming about in this beautiful 
vaie, just beyond the South Mountain, in our 
modern b, thelr astonishment would be ten- 
fold. ne outside appearance gives testimony 
of the age of the buildings. Ihe wood was all 
brought tothe ground by manual labor, and 
temperance was a cardinal virtue, it being stated 
that nota drop of liquor was used during the 
consummation of the great improvements. 
Although their own places of repose were only 
+ supplied with wooden benches aud billets of 
wood for pillows, they showed remarkable ex- 
amples of forbearance and Christian meekness. 

In the French War of 1750, the door of the 
cloister, including cnapels, etc., were opened as 
a refuge fur the inhabitants of Tulpehocken and 
Paxton settlements, then the frontier, from the 
incursions of the hostile Indians, ali of whom 
were received and treated with the greatest 
eourtesy. After the battle of Brandywine the 
whole establishment was open to receive the 
wounded Americans, great numbers bein 
brought. there in wagons, from a distance o 
forty or fifty miles. One hundred and fifty are 
buried on aneminence—Mount Zion; but this 
important theme will furnish matter for another 
article. 

The music of these Baptists was au fait, rival- 
ing anything in the line of either French, Italian, 
or English opera. The tones issuing from the 
choir resembled very choice instrumental music, 
founded on the tones of the Moliao harp,—the 
sluging of the Atolian harp harmonized. One 
old gentleman informed your correspondent 
that the celestial harmony would bathe many in 
tears, and it was truly music for the soul; but 
time has wrought its changes, and with the de- 
parture of its members the quality of the music 
bas degenerated. One of the sisters gave us 
many particulars connected with their history, 
and ber general conversation was tinged wich 
sadness; for, said she, I., too, am in the 
eighties, and lam afraid that I wil] not survive 
another wiuter.”’ She is single, baving never 
been wedded, but resided in this Sisters’ House 
fur many, many winters. Gov. Pénn visited 
this community quite frequently, and, desirous 
of giving them a substantial token of his regard 


surrounding the cloister surveved and presented 
to them, to be calied the Seventh-Day Baptist 
Manor, but, characteristic of the people, they 
declined the offer—regarding so much property 
as likely to engender strife, and it being more 
appropriate for Christian pilgrims not to be ab- 
sorbed in the gains of this worid, consequently 
their refusal to accumulate property. 

The writer has spoken principally of Ephrata 
as it was in its halcyon days, for, at the present 
day, ouly three families occupy Yhe Brothers“ 
House. A few sisters are residing in their 
ancient home, and other buildings of equally 
great age are occupied by industrious, frugal, 
and contented families. They own over 100 
acres of the most prolific land. Outside of the 
cloister reside many of these Baptists, amongst 
them some of the most promineut citizens of 
the handsome towy who still congregate in 
their saal und worship in their own peculiar 
mode. ‘Lhe *‘saal”’ is supplied with unpainted 
but clean and tidy tables and benches, at which 
they assemble upon every Saturday morning. 
This room is a great attraction to visitors, and 
the German inscriptions on the walls show 
a remarkable proliciency in German letter-work. 
Though these members observe the seventh 
day as the Sabbath, they would not desecrate 
Sunday, or act in any manner incongruous with 
the wishes of their neighbors, aod hence. the 
high esteem and contidence which thev com- 
mand, and the buildings bid fair for another 


century. 


SCIENCE AND THEOLOGY. 
PROVIDENCE PRACTICALLY ELIMINATED FROM 
THE ADMINISTRATION OF THINGS. 


Mr. James Anthony Froude’s essay. on 
“Science aud Theology” is continued in the 
July-August number of the Jnternational Leview. 
After giving a running commentary on the 
Lucretian creed, Mr. Froude continues: 


It would of course be preposterous to pre- 
tend that there was any general resemblance 
between the state of things under the Roman 
sovereignty and the present coudition of Eu- 
rope and America. Then the whole civilized 
world was held down under a single despotism. 
Now free and powerfui nations confront each 
other; each jealous of its rights and resolute 
to maintain them; each professing to prefer 
honor to prosperity. And vet in the long@un 
the fate of nations is determined by the convic- 
tions about the nature and responsibilities of 
man which are embodied in their policy and are 
entertained by the ablest thinkers, and every- 
where, it may be said, opinions are now pro- 
feased by men whom we agree toadmire, and 
are accepted by politicians as the rule of legis- 
lation, which recall the phenomena uf the time 
when tbe old order of things perished, as if 
high cultivation itself was like the blossoming 
of a plant, the final consummation of a long 
series of past efforts which precedes a great 
change. The flower sheds its petals. Seed 
vessels develop in thé place of it, from which, 
after along winter, there apises a new era. 

The nations of modern Europe, like the early 
Greeks and Romans, formed their original poli- 
er on religion. For centuries States and indi- 
viduals alike professed to be governed in all 
that they thought and did by the supposed rev- 
eiation which was given to mankind 1500 years 
ago. Avowed disbelief of it there was none; 
of secret, silent, misgiving there was probably 
yery little. For practical purposes that revela- 
tion was accepted as a fact as little allowing of 
doubt as the commonest phenomena of daily 
experience. The universa confidence received 
ite first shock at the Keformation of the six- 
teenth century. -Just as the original Pagan 
creed was made incredible by the legende with 
which it was overspread, so Christjanity was 
overgrown by a forest of extravagant supersti- 
tions. Conscience and intelligence rose in re- 
volt and tore them to pieces. For a time all 
was well. The weeds were cone; the faith of 
the early Church was restored in its simplicity. 
The Huguenots in. France, the Lutherans in 
Germany, the Puritans in England and Scot- 


land, were as absolutely under the influence of 
religious belief as the Apostles and first con- 
yerts. Providence to them was not a form of 
speech, but a living reality. Tne preambies of 
the English acts of Parliament referred always 
to the will of the Almigbty as the foundationof 
human law. 


The catastrophe of the French Revolution, 
with the enthronement of the Goddess of Kea- 
son, appeared as the visible fruit of infidelity. 
The Euglish mind was terrified out of its un- 
certainties, and determined, reason or no rea- 
son, that it would not have the Bible called in 
question. It was decided that Hume had been 


sufficiently answered by Lardner and Paley.

Or- 
ans and  choristers, altars and altar- 
ornaments, fine clothes and processions, the 
mystery of the real presence, in the name of 
which more crimes have been perpetrated in 
Europe than can be laid to the charge of the 
biood vy idol in Tauris—we have them even vow 
among us in full activity. The religious mind 
has set itself with all its might to make things 
seem what they are not and turn back the river 
of destiny to its sacred fountains. 

In vain. Practical life has mednwhile gone 
its way. The principles of the once-abhorred 
French Revolution have been jadopted as the 
rule of political action, even in conservative 
England; and silentiy, without noise or opposi- 
tion, we have taken Jeremy Bentham for our 
practical prophet, and have admitted as com- 

letely as was admitted by Augustus Cesar, or. 

rajan, that civil government has no object be- 
yond the material welfare of the people’ The 
will of God has no more a place, even by 
courtesy, in our modern statutes. Political 
economy is the creed which governs the actions 
of public men; and political economy. by 
claiming to be an interpretation of a law of Na - 
ture, dispenses with Providence, while it as- 
sumes as an axiom that the masses of men are, 
have been, and ever will be, influenced by noth- 
ing else than a consideration of mate inter- 
est. 


Are we iu an age of progress? The income 
tax decides. The standard of human value has 
become again what it was under the Cesars, 
and which Christianity came into the world to 
declare that it was not. People continue to go 
to church. They continued then to go to the 
temples. They say their prayers in public, or 
perhaps in private. So they did then. The 
clergy pray forrain or ogg reg and on 
great occasions, such as the to blight, the 
Archbishop issues a special form of petition for 
its removal. But the clergy andthe Archbishop 
are aware all the time that the evils which they 
pray against depend on natural causes, and that 
a prayer from a Christian minister will as littie 
bring a change of weather as the incantation of 
a Caffre rainmaker. We keep to conventional 
forms, because nove of us like to acknowledge 
what we all know to be true, but we do not be- 
lieve; we do not even believe that we believe,— 
the Bishops themselves no more than the rest 
of us; no more than the College of Augurs in 
Cato’s time believed in the sacred chickens. An 
energetic people areimpatient of insincerity, and 
the convictions which we all act upon have at 
last found a voice precisely as convictions of au 
analogous kind found a voice in Lucretius... We 
have practically eliminated Providence from the 
administration of things. The Lucretian phil-, 
osophy has revived again, reinforced by a vast 
accumulation of new knowledge, to teil us, as 
Lucretius did, that the universe can be account- 
ed for without the hypothesis of a Providence. 
The theory of development, as it is called, does 
not deny the existence of God any more than 
Epicureapism denied it. It denies only that the 
phenomena require the existence of such a being 
to account for them. For a time, even after the 
authority of tradition was shaken, gcience seemed 
to be on the side of religion. The evidence of 
design in nature was urged, and it was urged by 
the Stoics, in proof of a designing mind, and as 
long as each species of plant and animal was be- 
lieved to be distinct from every other, each one 
of them required a special art of creation to 
bring it into being. Both positions are now 
abandoned by advanced scientific thinkers. 

In conclusion he says: 

Man's nature is the same as it always was. 
Science has much to teach us, but its message 
is not the last nor the highest. If we may in- 
fer the future from the past atime will come 
when we shall cease to be dazzied with the 
thing which we call progress, when increasing 
wealth“ will cease to satisfy, nay, may be 
found incapable of being produced or preserved 
except when relegated to a secondary place, 
when the iliusions which have strangled relig- 
ion shall be burned away and the immortal part 
of it restored to its rightful sovereignty. A 
long, weary rosd may lie before us. Not easily 
will an inviolable atmosphere of reverence form 
again round spiritual faith to warn off the inso- 
lent intruder. Piety, reverence, humble adora- 
tion of the great Maker of the world, are in 
themselves. so beautiful that religious faith 
might have remained forever behind that en- 
chanted shield, if imaginative devotion could have 
kept within bounds its wild demands upon the 
reason. Not till Catholics had piled supersti- 
tion on superstition, not till Protestants had 
elaborated a speculative theology which con- 
science as well as intellect at lenth flung from it 
as incredible, did the angels which guarded the | 
shrine fold their wings and fy. The Garden of 
Edeu is desecrated now by the trampling of 
controversy, and no ingenious reconciliations of 
religion and science, no rivers of casuistic hoi 
water can restore its ruined loveliness of tradi- 
tionary faith. But the truth which is in religion 

ll assert itself again as it asserted itsell be- 
fore. A society without God in the heart of it 
is not permitted to exist; and when once more 
a spiritual creed has established itself which 4 
men can act on in their lives, and believe with 
their whole souls, itis to be hoped that they 
will have grown wiser by experience, and will 
not again leave the most precidus of their pos- 
sessions to be ruined by the extraPagances of 
eXaggcrating credulity. 


THE POPE. 

SIGNIFICANT ADDRESS OF LEO XIII. TO THE 18 
BANDED PAPAL OFFICERS. 
Correspondence London Times. 

Roux, June 9.—The speech made by Leo XIII. 
on Friday to the officers of ghe disbandea 
Pontifical army, headed by the Commander-in- 
Chief, Gen. Kanzler, has taken every one by 
surprise. In it he has made a direct departure 
from the course he has hitherto followed. With 
the exception of the Encyclical, all his previous 
utterances have been markedly free from allu- 
sions to the political side of the Roman ques- 
tion. Thatin the Encyclical the Pope should 
assert the necessity of the temporal power to 
the full and free exercise of the spiritual juris- 
diction was taken as a matter of course; he 
could not do otherwise; but, while in that docu- 
ment, the Supreme Pontiff made bis protest and 
declared what it was his duty to maintain, it 


was supposed—and the Pope’s avoidance in his 
ordinary discourses of all mention of mundane 
politics was taken as confirming that supposi- 
tion—that Leo XIII. would, without further 
emphasis, have left the question of the earthly 
dominion to such further solution as the Ruler 
of potentates and Powers might hereafter see 
fit to direct. 

Having said that in past years he had several 
times had the satisfaction of seeing the officers 
of the Pontifical army pay their homage in that 
same hall to his glorious predecessor, Pius IX., 
and that now the Divine Providence, in its in- 
acrutable councils, had seen fit that “we our- 
se!yes’’ should have to receive so mapy illustri- 
ous defenders of the Apostolic See, the Pope 
continued as follows: 

We cannot sufficiently express in words the vivid 
satisfaction we now feel; and we from our heart 
thank the Lord, who, inthe midst of so many ex- 
amples of disloyalty, through which in our days 
the holiest vows are so easily violated, has given 
you etrength to preserve in your breasts go lively a 
sentiment of honor and duty as to desefve on many 
occasions the benediction of Catholics and the ad- 
miration and esteem of even their enemies. We 
are glad aleo to address to you to-day 
our word of praise, and to encourage 
you to remain tirm in pour intentions, 
and to continue faithfal to the glorious 
“banner you have spread. I said rightly a glorious 
banner, inasmuch as thereisnofiner or holier 
cause taan that of fighting forthe holy rights of 
the Church and of her august Head; there is no 
mijitary glory more splendid than that of mainta'n- 
ing high the honor of this sacred fag. In defend- 
ing the Papacy you defend one of the most Provi- 
dential of the Divine institutions; defending the 
Papacy, you make yourselves the support of that 
sovereign position which the Divine Providence 
conceded to the Head of the Church for the inde- 
pendence of ite authority; defending the Papacy, 
you aid in spreading ite beneficial and salutary ef- 
fects throughout the world. O that it were the 
willof Heaven that the rulers of the peoples, 
warned by even these latest events and attempts, 
shouid at last become persuaded of this beneficent 
influence of the Church and the Papacy in the in- 
terest and well-being of the vations, and, givin 
again to the Head of Catholicity his ful 
jiverty and independence, prepare better des- 
tinies for the people subject to them. But, 
alas! the war against the Church still continues 
without mercy. To tne Church that full inde- 
vendence is denied to which as a perfect society it 

as every right; the Church, which is a divine in- 
stitution, human iaws and those of the State would 
hoid dependent and ensiaved. In such conditions 
we should orofoundly adore the councils of God. 
aud at the same time comfort ourselves with the 
thought that Goa mercifally and lovingly watches 
over the good of His Church. and that when tlis 
help seems furthest from us it may, perchance, be 
close at hand. To you, in the meantime, glorious 
champions of right and justice, we end by saying 
persevere, remain faithful to your duties, never 
jet it be that any act in your. lives should stain 
your honored career. If it shall please God to 
shorten the days of trial. granting us better times, 
you will be found at your posts ready to defend the 
sacred rights of the Church; if He shall dispose 
of having

The Archbishop has borne this for a long time, 
but at last resolved toconfer with the Po 
upon the subject. He had heard that Leo XIII. 
wasaman of resolute character, incapable of 
tolerating abuses, and firm in repressing them 
when thevcame to his knowledge. But he 
found that the Pope is no longer either the 
Archbishop of Perugia or the Cardinal Camer- 
lengo. He is a Pope surrounded, influenced, 
and governed by acompany of fanatics, and 
constrained to follow the policy of Pius 1X. 
even against his own convictions. e told the 
Archbishop of Milan that he could do nothiog 
for him, and intimated that the reason was that 
he could not do as be would. 

This gradual subjugation of the firm will and 
comparatively enlightened intelligence of the 
new Pope is a singular spectacle. It began the 
day of tne election of Cardinal Pecci, when 
those men who were around him persuaded him 
not to appear on the outer balcony of St. Peter’s 
Church. Another step was made the day of 
the coronation, when they prevented him from 
showing himself to the people by inventing the 
story that if he did so there would have arisen 
disorders. The fanatics who governed Pius [X. 
have given proof of consummate ability, for 
although they at first feared that their dominion 
was ended, they have gradually, by servile flat- 
tery, by overt menace or suggestions of fear, suc- 
ceeded in subduing Leo XIII.’s will to theirs. 
‘They deny him all spontaneous action, and wish 
him to have no other policythan that of Pius 
IX., which was suggested by themselves? A few 
traces of independence occasionally appear, 
however, in the conduct of the Pope. It is said 
that he will, after long distussion of the ques- 
tion, leave the Vatican during the summer 
months and go either to Perugia or to Monte 
Cassico. He has also called Father Curci to the 
Vatican and assigned him a small apartment 
near his own. Notwithstanding his recommend- 
ation and that of Cardinal Nina, Father Curci 
was refused admittance to the monastery at 
Grotto Ferrata. The Jesuits, from whose order 
he was expelled, constantly make war upon him, 
and refuse him an asylum when it is in their 
power to do 80. 


PETERS PENCE. 

Notwithstanding the great accumulation of 
Peter's pence during the tast years of Pius IX., 
whose personal popularity and attitude of mar- 
tyrdom drew upon the sympathies of the faith- 
ful, the Vatican finds itself in straits. The Pe- 
ter’s pence have fallen off to a degree that ren- 
ders the strictest economy necessary, and the 
first consequence is a step in acceptance of the 
supremacy of the Italian civil power, in the 
shane of instructions to the Neapolitan Bisbops 
to receive the 1 exequatur and the revenues 
and palaces of the dioceses, the Vatican being 
no longer able to pay the „ subventions. 
There is but a thin semblance of independence 
now intervening before the Pope’s own ‘accept- 
ance of the fund for his maintenance which has 
been accumulating in the tfeasury of the King- 
dom since the occupation of Rome. If Pope 
Leo lives, he will yet prove that be is practi- 
cable. 


ATHEISM. 
AN SONEST DOUBT THE DEEPEST SOURCE OP 
FAITH. 

In à recent tecture on “ Atheism,”’ by Max 
Muller, he said that the word is out of place as 
applied to the religion of India. The ancient 
Hindoos had neither the theoi”’ of the Ho- 
meric singer, nor the theoi” of Eleatic phi- 
losophers. Their Atheism would more correctly 
be called Adevism, a denial of the old Devas, 
Such a denial, however, of what was once be- 
lieved, but couid be believed no longer, so far 
from beivg the destruction, isin reality the 
vital principles of all religion. The ancient 
Aryans felt from the beginning the presence of 
a Beyond, of an Infinite, of a Divine, or what- 
ever else we may call it now; and they tried to 
grasp and comprehend it by giving it name after 
name. They thought they bad found it in the 
Mountains and Rivers, in the Sky, the Heaven, 
and the Heaven-Father. But after every name 
there came the No! What they looked for was 
not the Mountains, not the Dawn, not the Sky, 
nota Father. It was some of all that, but 
it was also more than all that. ven such gen- 
eral names as Deva could ko longer satisfy 
them. There may be Devas, they said, but we 
want more,a higher word, & purer thought. 
They denied the Devas, not because they be- 
lieved or desired less, but more. There was a 
new cunception working in the Aryan mind, and 
the cries of despair were the harbingers of 
a new birth. ) 

So it has been, so it always will be. There is 
an atheism which is unto death; there is anoth- 
er which is the very life-blood of all true faith. 
It is the power of giving up what, in our best, 
in our most honest moments, we know to be no 
longer true; tt is the readinessto replace the 
less perfect, however dear it may have been to 
us, by the more perfect, however much it may 
be detested, as yet, by others. It is the true 
h self-eurrender, the true self-sacrifice, the truest 

truth in truth, the truest faith. Without that 
atheism no new religion, no reform, no re- 
formation, no resuscitation, would ever have 
been possible; without that atheism no new life 
is possible for any one of us. In the eyes of 
the Brahmaus, Buddha was an atheist; in the 
eyes of the Athenians, Socrates was an atneist; 
in the eyes of the Pharisees, St. Paul was an 
atheist: in the eyes of his Swiss judges, Ser- 
vetus was an atheist. And why! Because every 
one of them was yearning 
and purer conception of God than what he had 
learnt as a child. 

Let no one touch religion, be he clergyman or 
layman, who is afraid of asking bimself, Dol 
believe in God?’ or Do I not?’ I will quote 
the words of a great divine, lately deceased, 
whose honesty and piety have never been ques- 
tioned: God isa great word. He who feels 
and knows that will judge more mildly and 
more justly of those who confess that they dare 
not say that they believe in God.“ I know per- 
fectly well that what I have just said will be 
misunderstood, will probably be misinterpreted. 
I know I shall be accused of having defended a 
glorified atheism, and of having represented it 
as the highest point man can secure in an evo- 
lution of religious thourht. Let it be so! If 
there are but afew here present who under- 
stand what I mean by honest atheism, and who 
know how it differs from vulgar atheism, or 
from dishonest atheism, i shall be satisfied. 
For I know to understand this often belps us in 
the hour of our sorest need. It will teach us 
that while the old leaves are falling, the leaves 
of abright and happy spring, and all seems 
wintry, and trozen, and dead within and around 
us, there is and must be new spring in store for 
every warm and honest heart. It will teach us 
that honest doubt is the deepest source of hon- 


find.

The wail of Fugland at American competition 
is going around the wcrld. A Committee of the 
French Senate appointed to inquire into the 
cause Of the depressed state of trade in that 
country has just made report, and it is one long 
indictment of American industry. We supply 
gur own markets, we export, leathern, iron, 
steel, textiles, watches, aud faney goods. We 
are erupting aud pourm down upon the rest of 
the world, like a detastating spout of ashes 
from vid Vesuvius. The report gives a brief 
but amusing account ef the origin of the Amer- 
ican watch manufacture. It is this: During 
the Civil War Graut's soldiers were paid 81 per 
day, and they all bought watches.

The Friday after we arrived was Good Fri- 
day, a legal holiday in all British countries. It 
was a holiday indeed. All stores, shops, fac- 
tories. bunks, and offices were closed. As all 
Saturdays are half-holidays here, and expe- 
rience seems to have proved long ago that little 
of work can be gotten in the other half out of 
a people who have religiously observed Good 
Friday according to good old English customs, 
so they make a hal holiday of the Saturday. 
Sunday being Easter, of course Monday is 
Easter-Monday. This is also a legal holiday, 
though why, it does not clearly appear. it may 
be a sort of a sop to Cerberusty wash erwomen, 
and probably it is.

are particularly pretty. There are so many new 
gossamer fabrics this summer that are name- 
less, or at least I am ignorant of the nomencla- 
ture, that one can exercise great varicty of taste 
in selecting. The organdies are lovely. One 
dress just completed is of finest, sheerest or- 
gandy of faint, misty gray. The dress has an 
underskirt finished bya deep flounce which has 
a border woven in it.

The South Town offices were not deserted by 
visitors iu the persovs Of complaining property- 
owners yesterday, althoagh the guests of the 
Board of Review were not so numerous as they 
have been dwfing the other five days of the 
week. After reading the Board’s decision in 
yesterday moruing'’s papers, property-holders 
who bad) not yet complained were 
busy asking ome another what the 
decision meant, and what their duty 
upder the decision was. It was not to be won- 
dered at that there were conflicting opinions. 
Some thought it meant that there was no chance 
; Others, that 
there was a chance, provided the entire number 
of South Side property-owners united in a gefj- 
eral protest for a correction the assessment; 
and still others, who admit that they didn’t 
understand the effect of the decision at all, con- 
cluded that the best thing they could do 
was to go on filing their individual complaints, 
and save all supposed advantages that micht 
“He in so doing. So it happened that there were 
some who brought in their written objections, 
andmany more who didn’t, the latter thinking 
it the wisest thing they could do to either wait 
and apply to the Coubty Board direct, or to fol- 
low in the wake of the Taxpayers’ Association, 
which, it was intimated, would take steps to se- 
cure the general protest. 

IN ORDER TO GET A DEFINITE UNDERSTANDING 
of what might be done, if property-owners on!y 
saw fit to do it,the reporter for this paper stated 
his desire to Supervisor Jacksort, who proceeded

TURKISH BATHS FOR HORSES. 
Mew York World. 
_A narrow alleyway on West Forty-fourth 
street epens into a court-yard surrounded by 
horses’ stalls. A World reporter ventured in. 
it was all very much like the inn-yard where 
| Samivel Waller Was discovered by Mr. Pick- 
| wick, but the air of romance was replaced by a 
tinge of science. There was a great class-case 
containing the skeleton of a mule that had 
fought on the side of the South during the 
War; there was a small, handsomely-furnished 
pharmacy, filled with materials for boluses ana 
other horse medicine, and there was a low, 
oven-looking arrangement of stone, against 
which the reporter incautiously leaned, not 


knowing that it was very hot. 

„Was you a-wantin’ a Turkish bath for your 
‘orse, sift’? asked a man who had been cleaning 
barness. 

The reporter answered that he coujdn’t tell 
until he had gained ae idea of what 4 Turkish 
bath for a horse might be 

„'I just call the boss,” said the man, and in 
a moment Mr. Cattanach, a jolly-look 
on, made his appearance. 

It's nothing very new,“ said Mr. Cattanach, 
„to give horses Turkish baths. It’s been done 
in England for seven or eight years; but mine 
is the ovly one in the United States. I started 
it about two months ago, and it’s been very suc- 
cessful. Now this,’’ indicating the oven-like ar- 
rangement, is where I keep the fire. It 
never goes out. This,“ opening an ad- 
joining door, is the sweat-box.” The 
sweat-box was an nr the size of 
an ordinary stall, brick-laid d cemented, and 

rovided with ventilation in the ceiling. On the 

nside of the door was a lantern, and on one wall 
was & thermometer. The heat was communi- 
cated directly from the oven, which stood 
against the sweat box. 

„Now, when a horse is brought in here,” said 
Mr. Cattavach, we let the room get hot grad- 
ually by regulating the ventilators, We gradual- 
ly run the temperature up to 140 or 150 de- 
grees,—that is, until the horse begius to sweat. 
Horses differ very much: some sweat casily; 
others don’t. But the last kind sweat more 
freely than the others. We keep their heads 
wet all the time, and give them as much cold 
water as they can drink. Then, as they begin 
to sweat, we rub them, and afterwards we cool 
them off by degrees, and end with a shower.”’ 

„How do the horses seem to like it“ “ asked 
the reporter. ’ 

“They enjoy it. No matter how victous a 
horse may be, when he gets into the bath he 
stands perfectly quiet, and you can do anything 
with him.“ 

„Does the bath make the horse more sensi- 
tive to heat and cold t“ 

Mou may bring a horse in here with three 
biankets, and I'l] send him out with one. The 
bath makes the skin act more freely, so that in 
summer it is relaxed and in winter contracted. ”’ 

„In what disease is the bath of use? 

It is good in all sickyesses and in all diseases. 
I’ve had horses brought in here so stiff with 
rheumatism that they could hardly move, and 
one bath made them limber. The stiffness came 
on again a littic, but three or four baths remov- 
ed it altogether. Then if vou take a horse that 
has made a long journey in, car and is stiff 
and give him a bath it sets right up. Now, 
here's a horse,“ continued Mr. Cattanach, 
opening the door of a stall, “and what a 
beautiful animal he is, too; he was trotted when 
he wasn’t in condition, and he got all stif- 
fened. gavé him some aths, and 
now -he’s all right. Look at his quarters. 
That’s where the beauty of a horse lies. I bang 
all my horses’ tails, to show olf their quarters. 
Now, here's a mare. See what a beautiful thick 
tail she has. But when she gets out she cocks 
it up. and it looks bad. I am going to dock her 
tail some day—just take off two or three joints 
—and then she’ll be worth twice as much as she 
ie now. Sometimes a muscle is cut to straight- 
en a horse’s tail, but it doesn’t always do.“ 

“Did you ever hear of horses wearing glass 
eyes!“ asked the reporter. 

“Oh, ves, answered Mr. Cattanach. “I 
had a colt once that got loose, ran against a 
pole and ruined one of his eyes. I sent to Paris 
and got him a glass eye. They ‘don’t hurt a 
horse any more than a human being. The arti- 
ticial eye is the same kind as that made for 
human beings. It's just a sbell, and the lids 
keep it in place. You can take it out or leave 
it in, just as you please, for it doesn’t irritate 
the socket.“ 


A KENTUCKY WONDER. 
Glasgow Junction (A.). Correspondence Cincinnati 
Commerciai. 


Another wondertul cave has recently beeh 
discovered near this town. It has already 
been explored for a distance of twenty-three 
miles in one direction, called the long 
route, and sixteen miles¢ in another 
direction, called the short route. The 
avenues are very wide; a span of horses can 
easily be driven through for a distance of 
eleven miles. Three rivers, wide and very deep, 
are encountered on the lone route. One of 


them is navigable for fourteén miles, until the 


passages become too narrow o admit a boat. 


This forms the third, 0 or river 1. which has 
to be explored in a boat. 

The cave is wonderful beyond aescription, and 
far surpasses in grandeur Mammoth or any 
cave ever before discovered. Several mummi- 
fied remains have been discovered in one of the 
large rooms. They were reposing in stone cof- 
fius, rudely constructed, and. from appearances, 
may have been in this cave for centuries. They 
—— t every appearance of the Egyptian mum- 
mies. 

Great excitement prevails over this very im- 
portant discovery. Mr. Edwin Mortimore, of 
Chestnut street, Louisvilly, Ky., purchased 
three of the re and has them now n his 
possession. ui George M. Proctor, of Glas- 
gow Junction, Ky., purchased the remainder of 
the mummies from the owner of the 
cave, whose name is Thomas Kelly. He 
is, or rather was a few days ago, a very 
poor man, struggling to make a payment on a 
farm of twenty-four acres, upon which, by 
mere accident, the entrance to this wonderful 
cave wes discovered. He realized about $400 
from the sale of the mummics, and is now of- 
fered $10,000 cash for the cave. 

The entrance to the cave is within the town 
limites, and is only about two minutes’ walk 
from the depot, which makes it very valuable 
indeed, as visitors will not be eompelled to 
travel five miles in a stage- -coach, as they do if 
desirous of visiting the Mammoth Cave, which 
is five miles from this town. In fact, all 
the celebrated caves of Kentucky are 
loeated in this immediate vicinity. The 
surtace is very much broken, full of 
great elevations and depressions, with every- 
thing to indicate that there were volcanic erup- 
tions or violent upheavals of the carth at some 
period. Petroleum is found in paying quanti- 
ties near here. About 400 barrels per day are 
shipped to the refinery in Louisville. 

The Grand Avenue Cave, Diamond Cave, 
Hundred-Room Cave, and Hundred-Dome Cave 
are all iu sight of the town. 

This is truly a wonderful portion of the con- 
tinent. The newly discovered cave has been 
named the Grand Crystal Cave, and it is as 
beautiful as its name implies. Ladders and 
bridges are being constructed, and Mr. J. 
Puckett, a capitalist of the town, announces his 
intention of having a small steamboat con- 
structed expressly for the purpose of navigat- 
ing its wonderful rivers.

Building Permits, , 
Busines continues ſu a quiescent state.in the 
Wan market. But féw loans are being nego- 
tiated; degirable loans are Out of the market. 
The demand is very light, eveu from those par- 


ties whose securities are such that first-class > 


‘yan-agents refuse to touch them. The rates 
are unchanged, 7 to 9 per eent being the 
ruling figures. Payments continue to de 
the main @ature, and are slightly 
in excers of new indebtedness, and 
this excess would be vastly increased 
if capitalists could only be brought to realize 
the presen’ situstlon of the real estate market. 
Ten per cent is now an exorbitant figure, and 
those horrowers who have ft iu their power are 
endcavormg to forestall the maturity of their 
loans by tendlertug the priucipal and thus stop- 
ping the interest. But capitalists refuse to 
receive their money, and heuce have generally 
succeeded in being badly bitten for their inor- 
dinate greed. Under present circumstances 
we adviss all parties to receive the principal 
when offered, especialy if thé loan was made at 
the ruling rates of toree or four years ago. Ten 
per cent is too much fer real estate to bear, and 
foreclosures too often result unsatisfactorily. 

practice of foreclosing in the United 
States courts has resulted disastrousiy to the 
interest of the city. Lawyers’ fees and court ex- 
penses eat up a large part of the princfpal of the 
loun, leaving to the crediter Buta younger 
son’s portion. In fact, he may think himself 
well off if he is not brought in debt by this 
process. Of course, ¢apitalists do not care to 
risk their money when it is liable to be eaten up 
in the costs of collection. For this reason 
much money has been withdrawn from the mar- 
ket. Under the recent decision ef the United 
States Supreme Court, it is pot probable that 
the Federal courte will be as much patronized, 
their decision and decrees having no advantage 
over those of the local courts; in which latter 
the expenses are much less.

Durihg cor- 
responding six months in 1877 the ratiroad 
mortgages amounted to $13,000,000, and in 1876 
there were none whatever. This shows what a 
large falling off there is in the legitimate bust.
